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W ashington, April 14. — Congressman 
W illiam W alter Phelps. ex-M inister Kasson 
sud George HL Bates, the U nited States del­ 
egates to the Sam oan commission, accom­ 
panied by L ieutenant Parker, ex-Consul 
General Harold M. Bewall, and John Butler, 
th e faithful S tate D epartm ent m essenger, 
detailed for dutv w ith the commission, left 
for Berlin by the Cunard steam er Umbria, 
yesterday. 
Two hours before their departure a special 
m essenger I rom tho 
State 
D epartm ent 
handed to Air. Phelps a large envelope, 
hearing several great red seals. The m es­ 
senger had come from 'W ashington by the 
night express, and the envelope he carried 
contained the official instructions to the 
Sam oan commissioners. 
These instructions, which are of the m ost 
im portant character, will be guarded w ith 
great care by th e com m issioners to prevent 
th eir publication, but T h K G lop.ss correspon­ 
dent lias secured an accurate abstract show­ 
ing in full detail Hie powers an I lim itations 
prescribed for th e guidance of the gentle­ 
men who are to represent the U nited States 
iii the coming conference. 
It is a striking and notew orthy fact th at in 
O riiw lnw th e In s tr u c tio n s 
to the commissioners, the idea and general 
policy of Secretary Bayard have beon 
closely adhered to by Secretary Blaine. In­ 
deed there is n o ta n item of consequence 
em braced in the instructions which liavo 
not been em phasized by Mr. Bayard in Hie 
course of his several statem ents of the posi­ 
tion of the U nited States in the Sam oan con­ 
troversy. 
In the first place the com m issioners are 
instructed to insist 
upon 
the 
absolute 
autonom y of the native governm ent iii the 
Bn moan islands. This is tho m ost im por­ 
ta n t point to be considered, and its ob­ 
servance is m ade a sine. qua non of any 
agreem ent to lie arrived at. 
Though the note of prince Bism arck ex­ 
tending the invitation stated th a t ‘‘any sup­ 
position th at G erm any would not feel satis­ 
fied w ith a neutral position in the Sam oan 
islands.” vet iii tho last 
conference Mr. 
Alvensleben, th e G erm an m inister, insisted 
th a t the treaty row er having the largest 
com m ercial interests should not be exclud­ 
ed from efficient control of the Sam oan 
governm ent. 
Mr. Bayard was m oved to rem ark th a t 
the G erm an m inister’s proposition would re­ 
duce the m atter to an absolutism . He in­ 
quired if the G erm an m inister woald agree 
to strike out G erm any and insert E ngland 
or tho United St des. 
Mr. Alvensleben would not consent. 
Mr. Bayard rem arked th a t iii th e Germ an 
plan the preponderating interest was the 
beginning, tho m iddle and th e end of the 
whole scheme. 


missioners. if successful iii their mission, 
will return to this country for several 
months. 
Tho commission is am ply provided w ith 
funds, the entire appropriation of 1)500,OOO 
m ade by Gongre-s to settle the Sam oan 
troubles being available for th eir expenses. 
Ex-Consul General Bewall accom panies 
th e commission as a disbursing officer. His 
presence will also be of value to the com­ 
m issioners in care it is desired to introduce 
evidence in rebuttal of the testim ony of 
Brandeis. the G erm an ex-consul a t Apia, 
and other G erm an officials wiio. it is under­ 
stood, will be exam ined by the commission.

Secretary Blaine, it will he seen, takes his 
cue from Mr. Bayard and m akes of para­ 
m ount im portance the sam e consideration 
th at Mr. Bayard regarded as overshadow­ 
ing all others. 
In arguing for th e absolute autonom y of 
th e islands, the com m issioners are directed 
to em phasize t he fact th at no preponder­ 
ance of com m ercial interests should weigh 
to the exieut of w arranting any assignm ent 
of authority or influence w ith th e native 
governm ent to any representative of a 
treaty power. 
‘ The com m issioners are further instructed 
not to adm it, under any circum stances, the 
assum ption so arrogantly m ade by Prince 
Bism arck th at tho representatives of tjie 
I nited States in Sam oa have been in any 
wav responsible for lh" deplorable condition 
of affairs there existing. 
In a letter to Secretary Bayard, Prince 
Bism arck sa>don this point: 
"It is rem arkable th a t in th at rem ote 
realm of islands, where neither America 
nor Germ any has any political interest to 
defend, we are exposed to the 
€ o n tln u a l 111 W itt 
of a series of Am erican representatives. 
Should my supnosition be right, th a t these 
difficulties have their origin in the personal 
dis: osition of th e A m erican representatives 
in Apia and not iii th eir instructions, I am 
convinced th a t the Am erican governm ent 
will cause the necessary redress to take 
place.” 
This assum ption of Prince B ism arck’s th e 
com m issioners are directed to controvert 
w ith enm hasis, and to m ake it absolutely 
plain, w ithout am biguity of language, that. 
the United States will not for one m om ent 
entertain the idea of its responsibility for 
dam ages alleged to hat e been su' ©red by 
Germ an subjects or by the im perial G erm an 
governm ent, owing to the state of war pre­ 
vailing in Samoa. 
W hile it cannot, of course, be know n ex­ 
actly w hat position will ie taken by the 
Germ an com m issioner upon the point, it is 
believed at the Ststo D epartm ent th a t the 
G erm an 
governm ent 
will endeavor 
to 
hold 
the 
United 
States 
responsible 
for conduct w ith which John C. Klein, 
th e 
W orld’s 
correspondent 
in 
Samoa, 
has 
been charged iu connection 
w ith 
th e battle of K igali, Dec. in, rn which 
2d Germ an sailors were killed by 
the 
natives. It is thought th at the charges 
against Mr. Klein will I e urgently pressed 
bv the Germ an commissioners, the responsi­ 
bility of tile United Sfates boing based upon 
th e general principle of international law 
th a t a country m ay be held to account for 
the acre of its citizens, when 
directed 
against another nation w ith which it is at 
peace. 
Tliis charge is one which the com m ission­ 
ers have peen especially directed to resist. 
T hey will hold strenuously th at Mr. Klein 
w as present in Sam oa solely in his private 
capacity as c itizen ; further, that he did not 
tak e any such part in the battle of Fagali 
as is alleged, in support of which the affi­ 
davits of Mr. K lein and three of M ataafa’* 
soldiers, together with Mr. K lem ’s testi­ 
m ony recently taken at the S tate D epart­ 
m ent, will be introduced. 
No claim for redress or iaerauity upon 
•tins score will be entertained. 
Probably the m ost delicate question the 
members of the commission will be called 
jpon to consider will arise in connection 
vith the dam age which Brince Bism arck 
las declared tho Germ an governm ent will 
ixact of the Samoans, for losses alleged to 
lave been sustained by G erm an subjects at 
he 
H ands of th e Natives. 
In the consideration of this point m uch 
B isection is left to the commissioners. The 
policy of the U nited States, however, will 
Be m ade clearly apparent. W hile the com­ 
m issioners will not be prepared to resist m 
toto the dem ands th a t G erm any m ay m ake 
Upon the Sam oans, yet an em phatic protest 
Will he entered against any attem pt on the 
Tart of Germ any to levy such an indem nity 
mon the im poverished natives as shall, in 
iffect, give the im perial governm ent a prac- 
iical m ortgage upon the islands, thus en­ 
duing the G erm ans to accom plish by this 
neans th at which they have thus lur failed 
io do. 
The subject of the form ation of a native 
governm ent for the Samoan islands was 
Canvassed a t some length befire the com­ 
m issioners left W ashington. T heir instruc­ 
tions upon this point do not bind them to 
the position subm itted by Mr. Bayard, and 
bpon which the last conference split. 
Tho com m issioners are not specifically in- 
itructed as to the representation the treaty 
lowers may have in the local governm ent 
if tim islands, but they are directed to in 
list th at such representation shall be abso- 
utely eaual and im partial. 
The question of th e restoration of the 
status que ante is quite fully treated in the 
instructions. The com m issioners will use 
every effort to bring about an agreem ent 
em bracing this restoration. 
The point was most strongly contended 
for by Mr. Bayard, aud Mr. Blaine appreci­ 
a te s fully its vital im portance, believing 
th a t but little real good can be accom­ 
plished until tho old state of aff airs is re­ 
established, and tho unw arranted steps 
taken bv Germ any retraced. 
The commissioners have po light task be­ 
fore them . 
They will insist upon the autonom y of the 
n ative governm ent. They will resist all 
attem pts to hold Am ericans responsible for 
th e disturbances on th e islands. 
I hey will 
endeavor to lighten as much as possible any 
burden th at 
m ay be placed 
upon the 
Samoans. They will dem and equal repre­ 
sentation in the local governm ent of the 
islands in th e event th a t any foreign influ­ 
ence is perm itted to share in it. and finally 
they will insist upon th e restoration of the 
Status quo. 
No one can predict th e length of the con­ 
ference.

LAST TO I.EAVE T H U FLA GSH IP. 


G allant A dm iral K im berly Tells the 
Story of the Storm. 
[Copvrightpd, ISS!!, by New York Associated Press.] 
A pia. Samoa, March UC (via San F ran­ 
cisco, April 14).—A fter the storm of March 
16 had subsided, and after the officers and 
crows of the w recked vessels had corno 
ashore, the evidence of the aw ful destruc­ 
tion was presented on ovorv side. 
The G erm an survivors rem ained in the 
part of Hie tow n w here th e p r o p e r ty of th© 
Gorman trading com pany is located, but tho 
Am er.cans were to be seen everywhere. 
The officers had lost their uniform s and were 
dressed as common sailors. 
Adm iral Kim berly was the last to leave 
the American flagship Trenton. Ile wont 
at once to some rooms which had been pro­ 
vided for him n the house of an American 
resident. The Associated Kress correspond­ 
ent found the adm iral a few hours later sit­ 
ting alone on the porch of a sm all house 
facing tho harbor. 
"Is ii not awful'.”’ he rem arked to the cor­ 
respondent. "in all my experience on sea, 
I have never seen a storm to e na! this (-no. 
I can hardly realize the full extent of dam ­ 
age which has Peen done. My chief anxiety 
now is to get these KOO or OOO sailors hack 
to America. It would bo of no use for them 
to rem ain here, and I m ust get them homo 
as 
quickly ss possible. 
I shall either 
telegraph to W ashington for a steam er to 
be sent from San Francisco to take she mon 
burg, or I will ch arter a steam er in Auck­ 
land. They m ust get back soon in bomi 
way.” 
The A dm iral VVai Ashed 
in regard to his own experience during the 
storm , but had little to say of a personal 
nature. 
Ho continued: ‘‘The fires of th e Trenton 
w ent out at lo o’clock in tho m orning, and 
our rudder and propeller were i arried away 
at tile same tim e. No one can realize the 
force w ith wh ch the rudder was struck. I 
suppose a piece of w reckage fouled it. The 
pi ut wheel w hirled around w ith terrible 
velocity, every spoke in it was broken, 
and 
one 
of 
the 
m en 
at 
the wheel 
had a leg b rck .n 
tho groat volum es 
of w ater poured in upon the berth deck 
through the hawse pipes, the fire-room was 
soon Hooded, and the fires were put out. 
H ie liawse-pipes should never have been 
placed where they were. It was a piece of 
faulty construction, which the governm ent 
officials has been asked to rem edy several 
times, ll they had been located on the 
deck above the w ater would not have come 
in. I consider th is as indirectly the cause 
of the loss of the Trenton. 
A lter our 
steam 
g a te 
out 
we 
used 
the storm 
sail. and sent the men into the rigging and 
used them as sails. The ship was handled 
skilfully, 
it wop I d have been impossible 
tor us to steam out of the harbor as tho Cal­ 
liope did. as our engines were not powerful 
enough. We had on every pound of steam 
th at we could carry, and with three anchors 
out we were not able to hold up against t he 
storm . 
We fought against it as long as we 
couid do so. but were finally driven back 
upon tho shore. ’ 
The adm iral spoke feelingly of the death 
of Captain Schoonm aker and th e other offi­ 
cers and men who perished. 
th e confusion which was present every­ 
w here in Apia during the first few days 
afier the storm had disappeared at the end 
of the week. The quarters of the ship­ 
wrecked sailors had been m ade m ore com­ 
fortable and the daily routine duty was 
properly attended to. Consul Blacklock’s 
orders prohibiting the sale of liouor to sail­ 
ors bud a good effect, and very few drunken 
men were t o be seen. 
Hie town is still under m arine guard in 
charge of Captain H untington, and Mata- 
afa’s police have also assisted in 
M a in ta in in g O r d e r . 
Tlie m en from the Trenton and Vandalia 
have separate barracks, and have erected 
tem porary tents for shelter. 
The Nipsic 
men are still living aboard their vessel, and 
the Germ an survivors are quartered in a 
warehouse belonging to a Germ an firm 
W ork »g parties are kept busy all the 
tim 'o n the wrecks of the T renton and the 
Vandalia, and articles of every description 
arc washed ashore Loin the vessels and 
piled together in a large yard. Divers have 
been 
at 
work, 
aud 
m any 
articles 
were 
saved 
in 
th a t 
way. 
Tile 
safes 
from 
both 
vessels 
containing 
large am ounts of money were recovered. 
The sm okestack of the Vandalia has been 
removed, and it w ll bo placed on the Nip­ 
sic. as the latter ship lost lier sm okestack in 
collision with tho Olga. 
H ie divers also 
have been m aking an exam ination of the 
Nipsic, aud have discovered th at lier keel 
had been carried away. 
It has not yet been ascertained w hether 
the Nipsic will be able to leave the harbor 
or not. Adm iral K im berly is most a n - ious 
to g e th e r away and send her to Auckland 
or San Francisco for repairs, if lie is satis­ 
fied th at she can stand the trip. She is not 
likely to leave, however, until th e arrival 
of some other iueu-of-war. The M ononga­ 
hela ana Mohican are expected to arrive 
here soon. 
King M ataafa cam e down from lits cam p 
a few days ago. A light rain had fallen the 
night bolero and the w ater had leaked into 
m any of the ients occupied bv 
sailors. 
M ataafa pointed out to Ad - iral Kim berly 
the danger of sickness breaking out among 
the men on account of this exposure, and 
on behalf of ids own people he offered to 
vacate all th e Sam oan houses in Apia and 
allow the A m erican sailors to have the use 
of them . 
Adm iral 
K im berly 
thanked 
M ataafa 
warm ly, but stated to him that it would be 
alm ost impossible to control the men if they 
were scattered around am ong the native 
bouses. He promised to consider the offer, 
however, if the situation 
became more 
pressing. 
There is no im m ediate dancer of the supply 
of provisions 
being exhausted. 
Several 
parties w ith whom contracts have been 
m ade for the feeding ot m en have plenty 
of provisions on hand, and the steam er 
Lubeck will arrive from Sydney in a few 
days, and a fresh supply will be obtained 
from her. 
Tho officers and m en of the \ audalia rest 
nearly everything, and a great m any on tho 
Trenton fared but little better. H ie offi­ 
cers ate scattered all over town and have 
secured such accom m odations as they can 
find. Many are living in native houses. 
There has been no local governm ent in 
Apia for m any m onths, owing to the wars 
between th e natives, consequently the san­ 
itary condition of the town is very poor. 
The little 
S tre a m s arc C h o k e d Up, 
with vegetation which has been allowed to 
grow w ithout check, aud the garbage is 
em ptied everyw here. The im m ediate quar­ 
ters of the m en are kept as clean aspossib'e, 
and a great eff ort is being m ade to prevent 
disease, but the men are obliged to work on 
the wrecks iii the not sun, and there is con­ 
siderable danger of fever. 
A lthough btu men lost their lives during 
the storm , there have not been m ore than 
40 bodies recovered. 
For the first day or two, bodies of A m eri­ 
cans were buried in a cem etery connected 
w ith the London mission, and the bodies 
of 
the 
Germ ans 
were 
buried iii the 
Frencii Catholic 
cem etery, but 
it 
be­ 
cam e impossible to identify the bodies, 
and owing to the warm clim ate, it was 
necessary to luny them whero they were 
found. Hough coffins were m ade, but a 
num ber of bodies were buried in the native 
m ats. Some of ti e bodies were terribly 
m utilated by beating for hour.; against the 
coral reefs. 
Paym aster Arm s’ body was recovered two 
days after the storm. It was positively 
identified by the clothing and the ring 
which ho wore. Tho body was in a terrible 
condition, and was buried in the m ats where 
it was washed ashore. 
Some of th e natives also found, a body 
about tho sam e tune, four miles up the 
coast, and from the description which they 
gave, it was believed to he time of Captain 
Schoonm aker, but the identification was 
not positive. 
, , 
The bodies of L ieutenant Sutton and Bay 
Clerk Roach have not been recovered. 
The G erm ans held a m em orial service at 
tho French Catholic Church, Friday, March 
22. Adm iral Kim berly. Captain Farquhar, 
Consul Blackloek and m any other Am eri­ 
cans 
attended, 
and a guard of honor 
from 
tho 
United 
States 
war 
ships 
was also present. 
The Am erican m em orial 
serv ces were Held Sunday, March "4, in a 
large yard in which the T renton men have 
th eir quarters. 
Tile services were very 
brief arid w eie conducted by Chaplain Mc­ 
A llister ot th e Trenton. Over 700 men 
from the three Am erican men-of-war wore 
present, b ut none of the Germ an officers 
attended. 
The storm does not seem to have changed 
T he Political SI nation 
of Samoa, so far as the natives are con­ 
cerned. Both th e parties are still encam ped 
In th e sam e position they have occupied for 
several m onths past. M ataafa’s m en have 


not given the slightest intim ation th a t they 
intended to take advantage ol the unpre­ 
pared condition of the Germ ans, and it is 
not thought they will m ake any attack upon 
Tam asose’s iorce pending tho Berlin con­ 
ference. 
The Germ an consul, Dr Knappe. is still 
pursuing a spiteful course, w hich lins always 
characterized his adm inistration of tho af­ 
fairs hero. 
N otw ithstanding the noble 
work 
of 
the 
Samoans 
iii 
saving

Germ ans

the storm . Dr. Knappe 
posted printed 
notices a few days later declaring th at the 
Sam oans daily steal the produce from the 
Gorm an pl ntations, and w arning the pub­ 
lic not to purchase anything from them . 
Captain Fritz has not yet recovered from 
the injuries received during the storm .

A n x io u s fo r P e a c e —ll a p l Ic I tjr of the 
German*. 
San F hancisco, April 
14.—T he Asso 
d a te d Press correspond-nt had ail inter­ 
view with M ataafa and tho principal chiefs 
prior to the great storm iii regard to tile 
I roposed conference in Germany. 
King M ataafa discussed the m atter freely, 
but answered ail inquiries w ith great de­ 
liberation. 
W hile 
he 
did not seem to 
believe 
th at 
the 
conference 
would 
have 
auy 
beneficial 
results 
so 
far 
as 
the 
native 
Sam oans 
wore 
con­ 
cerned, he 
expressed 
a 
strong destfo 
th a t til© Am erican and British representa­ 
tives m ight be able to effect a solution of 
the present difficulty, and restore the form er 
Sam oan governm ent, and insure ponce and 
prosperity to the island. M ataafa declared 
that he had nothing 
to hope for from 
G erm any; th at all the wars am ong the 
natives in Sam oa and bloodshed which had 
occurred during the last few m ouths were 
due to Germ an interference, and th a t G er­ 
m an representatives there had m ade so 
m any m isstatem ents to him th at he could 
no lin g er place any confidence in their 
promises or their professed desire for peace. 
M ataafa snowed the correspondent tile 
original letter w ritten to him by Dr. Knappe, 
fiio Germ an consul, after the recent light 
between the Germ ans and the sam oans, in 
whii h tho consul addressed M ataafa as 
"Your m ajesty the king” : declared th at he 
desired th at there be no more w ar between 
the G erm ans and Samoans, and m ade the 
proposal .th at ",-am oans should rule over 
things on tho islands pertaining to Samoa, 
and th a t Germ any should rule over things 
pertaining to foreigners.” 
M ataafa stated th at the assistance lie ex 
nected from Adm iral Kim berly he believed 
would tom e in tho form of an em phatic 
protest again t any further Germ an inter­ 
ference. 
Ho 
believed 
the 
adm iral 
would 
iorce 
tho 
G erm ans 
to 
cease 
their 
operations 
against 
the 
an th os, and ah o require them to render no 
more assisi ance to Tam asese. w hich m ust 
thereby bring the w ar to a close, as Tam- 
aseso's forces were so greatly reduced that 
w ithout assistance from the G erm ans there 
was little or nothing to fear from them . 
Tho Associated Kress correspondent called 
on M ataafa again on the day after tho ar­ 
rival of Admiral Kim berly. H ie King said 
it was the happiest day of tho year for all of 
the Samoans. 


OFFICIAL STEALING. 


A Son of Henry Ward Beecher Arrested 
for Complicity in Frauds—Two Other 
Officers Charged. 
Advices from Port Townsend. W. T., are 
to th e effect th at tho United States grand 
jury there has found 26 indictm ents against 
W illiam 
H arned, ex-special deputy col­ 
lector: l l against H erbert F. Beecher, ex­ 
treasury agent, aud 12 against Quincy A. 
Brooks for stealing from the governm ent. 
Records aud accounts have been thoroughly 
overhauled by 
governm ent officials 
es­ 
pecially sent out from W ashington by the 
departm ent to m ake 
personal 
investi­ 
gation of tlie m any charges 
preferred 
by mess aud public, 
The first thing 
found 
was 
th a t 
vessels 
had 
been 
overcharged in entrance and clearance, aud 
private receipts issued. The G overnm ent 
receipts cam e out of w hat was called the 
''blue book,” m any of tlie pages being de­ 
stroyed and w hite receipts issued instead. 
By this m ethod vessels were sw indled out 
of sm all sum s am ounting to a few dollars 
each, which aggregated m any thousand 
dollars n»r year. Anotlrer part of the rec­ 
ords was found w here a payer was charged 
iii some instances many hundred dollars 
more than credited. An incident was cited 
w hen the British steam er Sardony was 
charged >020, only $320 being paid to the 
governm ent. 
Another vessel paid $225 and 
was credited w ith $166. 
Wa Chong of 
.Seattle paid $1826 and was credited with 
$104). 
Two thousand "bluo” or govern­ 
m ent receipts were found in a m utilated 
condition concea.ed in various parts ot the 
office. 
The largest steal discovered was for duties 
paid on the cargo of tho British bark Ma­ 
deira. from Liverpool, last Juno. Duty to 
the am ount of $do;-.8 w as paid, and the 
governm ent received $6044. The records, 
however, indicated th at no money was paid 
during the m onth, One of the consignees. 
Jam es Griffith, claim ed to have paid Harned 
the am ount. H arned acknowledged appro­ 
priating money, an 1 took a bag containing 
$2( 00 to m ake up the deficiency to Acting 
Collector Cullom. ’H ie clerk of tho district 
at Seattle holds receipts for $ 16 IO, and only 
$37.'i is credited to the governm ent for the 
entire m onth. H arned adm its getting the 
money, but could not account for it. The 
m aster of the barkentine Am elia paid a tine 
of s IOO, ot which there is nothing to show 
on the records. After Harned was dismissed 
over $ 12,000 wa* found iii various parts of 
the office, secreted under tho carpets, in 
flower pots, pigeon holes and other places. 
Records of the daily receipts during the 
latter part of Beecher’s tim e are also miss­ 
ing from the office. In addition the other 
records up to the tim e of H arned’sdism issal 
last Novem ber are also gone, m aking it im ­ 
possible accurately to determ ine thei deficit i. 
Brooks is snort $t6,o* 0, in addition to 
illegal 
fees 
collected, 
am ounting 
to 
another 
816,000. All 
are 
specifically 
charged with extortion, rem oving public 
records and falsifying accounts. T here are 
H.18 opium stam ps missing, valued at $5 
each, ber,ides a large num ber of Chinese re­ 
turn certificates. Harped and Beecher will 
be arrested, and each placed under $6000 
bonds. 
They refuse to m ake any state­ 
ments. Brooks is in W ashington. Harned 
is worth $40,00 >. arid has m any w arm per­ 
sonal friends on Boget Sound.

Bitter Attacks on the Government in 


the Commons, and Sharp Replies. 


Notes of Interest from All Parts of the 


Old World. 


L o n d o n , April 1 4 .—We have been very 
near an event which would 
have had 
serious political consequences. Lord Ran­ 
dolph Churchill, as you will have learned 
by cable, was w ithin an ace of stand­ 
ing for the seat in 
B irm ingham ren ­ 
dered vacant by 
the

of

Bright. 
But under pressure from Lord 
H artington and Joe C ham berlain he re­ 
fused to stand. I had a talk th e n ig h t his 
selection by the Tories was announced 
w ith one of bis leading supporters in 
the House and this gentlem an was strongly, 
I m ight alm ost say frantically, in favor of 
C hurchill’s accepting die invitation. The 
Kandolphonians are all enem ies of Balfour 
and coercion and they are determ ined to 
break up the com bination betw een the sec­ 
retary and ins uncle, as they possibly can. 
W hen things are going well w ith Balfour his 
group is silent, but when th e storm rages 
and tlie country gives evident signs of going 
against coercion, then these m en raise their 
voices on high and call fur an entire change 
of tho Irish policy. 
lf C hurchill had stood for B irm ingham 
he w o u ld have stood a-, a n enem y of coer­ 
cion a n d in favor of some m easures of self­ 
governm ent for ireland.

They were 
the prosecutors behind th e Times. Refer­ 
ring ti. the nse of battering ram s in enfoto 
mg evictions in Donegal. Mr. Parnell pro­ 
tested against such cruelty and barbarity. 
Mr. Balfour ignored the quest on regard 
Jug the secret circular. Regarding tho bat­ 
tering rams he held th at it was necessary to 
use them, as the tenants had built elaborate 
fort works inside th eir doors. 
Sir William Vem on-Harcourt described 
the policy of Mr. Balfour as one of exter­ 
m ination. 
H ie governm ent rem edy for 
nattering tenants was to level the poor peo­ 
ple s houses w ith battering rams. 
Air. Goschen declared that tire Parnellites 
were responsible for that. They had substi­ 
tuted warfare betw een landlord and tenant 
for friend)v relations based upon recent 
laws, which pu t Irish tenants in a more 
favored and protected position than any 
people in the world. 
Evictions were not 
taking place because tenants could not pny 
their rent, but because they would not do 
so. 
Sir William V em on-H arcourt seemed 
to prefer that policem en's heads be battered 
in to seeihg a door broken. 


Lord L o n sd a le 's A rctic T rip. 
Tho fishing schooner Cum berland, Cap­ 
tain Elliott, w hich arrived at Angelos, N, 
W. T., W ednesday, 34 days from Kodiack 
island. Alaska, brings the latest nows of 
laird Longdale, who started upw ard of a 
year ago on a trip overland to the North 
pole. 
Lord Lonsdale aud a num ber or 
Lsauimaux and 
Indian guides reached 
Kodia' k about the m iddle of February in a 
famished and exhausted condition. They 
cam e from an isolated mission near the 
mouth of th e 
K uskew in river, which 
empties into Bristol bay and suffered m any 
hardships and privations during tho jour­ 
ney of m onths’ duration act1' ss the Alaskan 
peninsula, I ore I.onsdale was severely in ­ 
jured a few days after leaving tho mission. 
Ho pas placed on a sled, and in th a t condi­ 
tion transported to Kodiack. 
The party 
was in the last stages of fatigue when they 
reached Kodiack, and, had not food and 
shelter been found there Lord Lonsdale 
Would have died. He stated th at ho m ight 
remain at Kodiack a week or a m onth, and 
perhaps longer, as suit d his fancy. He 
stated positively, however, th at he had 
enough of Arctic exploration, and would re­ 
turn to England soon. 


Stanley's Troubles. 
Henry M. S tanley’s letter to tho Royal 
Get graphical Society was read at the m eet­ 
ing of th at body in London. April 8. Tho 
iettor consists m ainly of a repetition of 
w hat lins already been published. He de­ 
scribes at length the various devices by 
which tho natives endeavored to prevent 
the advance of tho expedition. One of those 
was todigslm llow pit*across the path of Hie 
column and fill them w th skewers, which 
wore deftly covered with 
leaves. 
I tao 
skewers pierced tire feet of S tanley’s men, 
inflicting wounds th a t in m any cases de 
vetoped into gangreneoos sores. Tho men 
who were lam ed in this m anner were sel­ 
dom of further sor ice. Mr. Stanley calls 
the natives "cu n n in g rogues.” and sure that, 
for the purpose of extortion they always 
pretended th at tho country was suffering 
from a famine. Tire "friendlies” he says, 
w ithheld inform ation, but tho natives who 
were captured by the expedition im parted 
all they knew'. Mr. Stanley believes th at 
the lake he discovered in i870 belongs to 
the Congo.

rigged vessel anil was 340 feet lung. 40 feet 
in breadth and 26 foot deep. She was built 
at Newcastle. E ngland, iii 1880. 
The New York office of the agents of tho 
steam er D anm ark, reported to ho abandoned 
a t sea, lias been thronged w ith people all 
tho m orning anxiously inquiring for later 
news of the vessel.

Ho has 
cabled 
his 
London agents for furthor 
particulars from the Copenhagen branch of 
the firm. 
Tho T hingvalla lure is probably 
tire largest im m igrant-carri ing lure th at 
plies between this port and Europe.

C bristiansaud for New York, on March 26, 
65<> passengers, presum ably all im m igrants, 
besides the captain, R. M. Knudsen, a n d a 
crew of forty men. 
The Ste luiplnp E ider of tho North Gor­ 
m an Lloyd hue, w hich has just arrived 
from Bremen, wa* reported to have had the 
D anm ark’s passengers on board, but the re­ 
port proved untrue. 
The m ails from the W hite M ar steam er 
Britannic, which arrived last night, were 
distributed this morning, and am ong tire 
letters was one for Bunch. Kayo <x Co., 
agonts of tdie Thingv alla lino, containing a 
lull list of the passengers who were on 
board the abandoned steam er D anm ark. 
No news concerning their fate hns yet been 
received, but the agents of the steam er are 
hopeful that some passing vessel m ay have 
takon off the passengers amt crew.

MIXED CROPS IN MINNESOTA 


A Feature in the Northwestern Grain 
Dolt—Acreage of 
W heat and Oats 
Much Increased 
Im m ediate Need of 
Rain. 


S t . P a i l , April 13 
Reports have beon 
received from moat of the principal grain 
points iii M innesota and the two Dakotas 
concerning th e Im m ediate condition and 
prospects of crops of all kinds. In southern 
M innesota and southern D akota tire seeding 
is practically over, and some of tire early 
sown grain has sprouted and begun to 
grow. 
In 
the 
central 
section 
about 
half the seed is in, and in tho northern 
w heat bolt. including tire Red River valley, 
about one third tho seeding has beet) done 
except on the bonanza w heat farm s where 
the so sc ors have practically com pleted their 
work. 
Evoiy report received with tbe ex­ 
ception of tw o or three oui of several hun­ 
dred m entions the dryness of thesoil and 
tile im m ediate need of rain. 
With respect to acreage there will be an 
increase over last year, due to various 
causes. It will probably average about lo 
per cent. 
A feat ure of the situation in several of the 
southern M innesota counties is the fact th at 
tho farm ers are raising w heat ami oats 
m ixed together in about a vial proportion*. 
They claim th at field* sown w ith tire m ixed 
crop are less liable to be attacked by chinch 
hugs, and also th at they get as much w heat 
out of the deal as if they find sown w heat 
separately, and th a t at. the same tim e tire 
quality is better. Then they got lo to lo 
bushels of oats to an acre bes dus. 
From nearly all w inter w heat areas tho 
reports are favorable. 
Tire indications are 
that the acreage for oats will bo increased 
in Minnesota. 
Rwe and barley will he sown 
to about the sam e ex ten t as last year, and 
there will be a considerable increase in corn 
acreage, aud som e in tire acreage sown to 
liax and millet.

T hey 
were not freed iu tu n es of peace and good 
feeling and tty regular course of law , bul 
th eir shackle* were burst from th em vio­ 
lently by war, and they were set ad rift to 
shift as they could am ong th eir form er 
m asters, who w ere n atu rally sore over de­ 
feat. 
T h e wonder to m e is th a t they m anaged 
to five a t all. hut they have lived, m ulti- 
pli rd and progressed in all thing* w hich go 
to m ake up substantial greatness, My h e a rt 
is w arm ed into new life w hen I trav el 
am oug them and see th em so prosperous 
and happy.

T hree of the m ost prom inent m en in th is 
citv. and they are all Republicans, have 
laid plans to securo the offices. They do not 
w ent the offices for th e $4uo annual salary. 
T hese three m en wont to C onnecticut a 
short tim e ago and visited th e Long island 
sound oyster fisheries. 
T here th ey dis­ 
covered how $10,000 p ut into an oyster bed 
would, if a good season followed, net th em 
som ething like 200 per cent, profit. These 
gentlem en w ant to invest $10,000 each in 
the oyster business in N arragansett bay, 
and to fu rth er their plans they propose first 
to capture the offices th a t control such fish­ 
eries. 
W hen tho day of election comes 
around in tiro L egislature, tho_ schem e will 
be exposed and doubtless the first step tow 
ara form ing an oyster tru st in Rhode Island 
will be shattered.

What is the hest acre—that producing the 
largest crop. or tho acre producing the 
largest number of bushels at the least cost 
per bushel? 
I arge profits do not depend upon large 
cro, s. 
One may grow an extraordinarily 
large crop. but the expense of so doing may 
balance the receipts. 
A better defined and more practical pre­ 
mium to offer would be one to those who 
produce the crop at the least cost per 
bushel, establishing the number ot bushels 
to the acre under which no premium shall 
be given 
the manure charged to the crop 
should be what the crop takes, for the soil 
is depleted to that extent, and no more. and 
lf there is not as much added as the crop 
takes it has drawn on the previous fertility 
of the land to that extent, and its value is 
correspondingly reduced. 
In fattening an ox, you do not charge to 
him all the hay and grain Dut in the ham, 
but onlv what he consumes, and the Quan­ 
tity of m inerals abstracted from the soil by 
a crop is as easily determined as the quan­ 
tity of feed an ox consumes. 
Until premiums are offered on a different 
basis from what they now are we shall have 
no practical results of value, aud it would 
seem that tins is a question that should en­ 
gage the thoughts of the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture and trustees of the agricultural 
societies who offer premiums. 
A late supervisor’s report of an agricul­ 
tural society gave prem iums on three crops 
of corn, the first premium for 78 50-85 bush­ 
els. costing fifty cents a bushel; the second 
premium for Ti* 50-85 bushels, costing forty- 
two aud oue-half cents a bushel; the third 
premium lur un do-85 bushels, costing four­ 
teen cents a bushel. 
'the crop costing the most per bushel to 
raise received the first premium, while the 
crop costing the least per bushel to raise was 
put off with the third premium. 
The premiums offered by the society were 
for the best crop of Indian corn on not less 
than one acre,three prem ium s $15, $10. $5, 
Is Dot the most profitable crop the best 
crop? 
It is not the largest, hut in this case is it 
not the be t? 
II the premiums offered are for the largest 
crops it should be so stated. 
Reckoning corn at 70 cents a bushel, and 
allowing one-half the value of the manure 
used (which is the present custom), the 
profit per acre would be on that which re­ 
reived the first premium. $20.80; second 
premium. $19.20: third premium, $34.20. 
Which is the hest crop?

do not appreciate the importance of the 
remedy I suggest nor its simplicity. My 
remedy for drought and hot winds is not 
deep ploughing, which is very expensive, 
but subsoil ploughing, which is not expen­ 
sive. Most farmers of experience know that 
very deep ploughing takes a much greater 
amount of horse-power than they can afford; 
also that when the subsoil is turned on top 
by deep ploughing the land is nearly worth­ 
less for two years, or until the subsoil so 
turned up can be rendered fit for vegetation 
by frost, air and sunshine, which generally 
takes two years. Hence deep ploughing is 
impracticable. But subsoil ploughing is a 
very different thing. The proper subsoil 
plough is made like the suhsoiler on the 
bottom of the lister, onlv it should be a little 
larger. It can he run eight or ten inches 
deep with one horse, ana should be run sn 
tho bottom of the furrow behind the sulky 
plough. The sulky plough need not turn 
the surface soil more than three or four 
inches deep, which can be done with a light 
team. Then the suhsoiler with one good 
borne should follow. Most agricultural im­ 
plement dealers have subsoil ploughs for 
sale, or can easily procure them. Any good 
blacksm ith can m ake one. When the land 
is thus subsoiled it will last for years, so 
that for the next several years shallow sur 
face ploughing only is ueeded. 
The object to bo attained is to loosen tho 
hard subsoil so that the roots of com and 
other crops eau easily penetrate it, and to 
m ake a reservoir to hold all the water that 
falls in heavy rams. It is probable that on 
the average fully 12 inches of water each 
vear run off of Kansas soil into the Gulf of 
Mexico, where nut needed, thus depriving 
the subsoil of what it needs to store away 
against a time of drought, lf 12 inches of 
water over the entire State of Kansas were 
collected in one body it would make a lase 
no miles long, no miles wide and 80 feet 
deep. 'this would contain more water than 
all that could be collected in a year in arti­ 
ficial ponds in the valleys at the eastern 
base ox the Rocky mountains from Mexico 
to Canada. Nearly all of this surplus water, 
which now goes to the gulf, causing un­ 
necessarily high water af times in the Mis­ 
souri and Mississippi rivers, can be saved to 
Kansas, "where it will do the most good,” 
by having the entire State subsoil ploughed 
once in six or eight years. 
It is well known that soil covered with 
buffalo grass in western Kansas sheds water 
like a duck’s back. It is also true, not only 
in western Kansas, but in most of the West­ 
ern Slates, that the soil is so hard below the 
first three inches where it has been ploughed, 
that water can penetrate it but slowly, and 
that as soon as mo three inches of loose too 
soil is filled with water during a hard rain 
all the rest Hows off into the i t eks. 
This 
is wrong, and must be stopped before Kansas 
and other 8tatcs on the eastern slope will 
be free from "hot winds" and mostly tree 
lrom drought, lf the soil is loosened with 
the suhsoiler to a depth of 12 inches, it 
will absorb water like a sponge, and will 
hold all that ordinarily 
f a l l s during our 
hardest rains 
It will then take its time to 
sink deeper, so that if another heavy rain 
occurs in a day or two the 12 inches of 
loose top soil will be ready to absorb it and 
again store it below whence it will be drawn 
by capillary attraction to feed the roots of 
vegetation in time of drought. This, together 
with the fact that the corn roots will go 
much deeper in loose subsoil than in hard­ 
pan. will enable the crop to pass success­ 
fully through a drought which would prove 
fatal in a case ol shallow ploughing. Then, 
too. in inauy years the rains do not pene­ 
trate below tiiis hardpan three or four 
inches below the surface, even if there have

wells, springs and rivers in ti po of drought 
as well as moisten the air by increased 
evaporatn n. 
Then will w es’ern Kansas 
and eastern Colorado he as line an agricul­ 
tural country as one would wish to see. lf 
all the land in the Western States which is 
to be planted to corn this spring were thus 
subsoil ploughed, it would add several hun­ 
dred million bushels to the crop which will 
be harvested after tho prolonged and gen­ 
eral drought of the coming sum m er.—[C. C.

F e e d in g fo r L e an M eat—-Item * of I n ­ 
terest to F a rm e r*. 
Custom has long prompted tho farmer 
to 
feed 
his 
hogs on 
carbohydrates 
(fat form ing foods), corn being the prin­ 
cipal 
substance 
used, 
it 
being 
sup- 
posed 
that 
heavy 
weights 
could not 
be obtained 
without excessive fat. but 
new light has been thrown on tho system 
in the recent experim ents of Professor 
Henry of the Wisconsin Experim ent Sta­ 
tion, given in the Farm aud Home, which is 
very valuable to every farm er in the coun­ 
try. He found that by feeding to obtain the 
largest proportion of lean m eat not only tho 
health of the anim als was promoted hut 
gloater weight was obtained. He selected 
six pigs. and began with them when they 
were IOO days old. Up to the beginning of 
the trial the pigs wore fed alike, from tho 
sam e 
trough, 
with 
a 
m ixture 
com­ 
posed 
of 
shorts, 
cornmeal, 
butter­ 
m ilk 
and I 
skim m ilk. 
the 
pigs 
hav­ 
ing been cro^s tired, Jersey Reds and 
Poland Chinas. The pigs were divided into 
two lots of three each. The first (lot A) were 
fed a ration composed of six parts dried 
blood, six parts of shorts and 14 parts of 
sweet skinm iiik 
by weight, while 
the 
second lot (B) were fed all the cornmeal 
they could consume 
They had sm all back 
yards for exercise, and were fed for 136 
days. Lot A consumed in the 136 days 
3802 pounds of skim m ilk, 1415 pounds of 
shorts and 236 pounds of dried blood while 
lot B consumed I Ojo pounds of cornmeal. 
«lf the actual digestible m atter of the food 
that of lot A contained 428 pounds of 
muscle-makin i 
food 
(proteiuo) and 833 
pounds of fat-producing foot! (carbohy­ 
drates), and that of lot B contained 15:> 
pounds of museia-Droducing food and 11 oil 
pounds of fat-forming food. The weights 
and relative proportions of lean and fat on 
the carcasses of each lot were: Live wet: lit 
of lot A, 669V* iiounds; dressed weight. 
641% pounds; external fat. 150 pounds; 
lean 
meat, 
233 
pounds, 
aud

pounds. The hogs fed for lean m eats were 
19 per cent. heavier when alive, the car­ 
casses when dressed w ere 21 
per cent, 
heavier, the bones 23 per cent, heavier, the 
large muscles of the ba< k 64 per cent, 
heavier, the tenderloin m uscles38 per cent. 
heavier, and the blood 58 per cent, heavier. 
Of all the meat that could be cut from the 
carcasses of lot A only 38 per cent, was fat. 
while the fat from lot B was 46 per cent. 
The professor has demonstrated that by a 
judicious system of feeding hogs can be 
made to contain a larger proportion of lean 
m eat and weigh more in the same period of 
tim e than hogs fed exclusively for fat, but 
he fails to give tho proportionate cost of the 
food, which is the most important item. 
The question with farm ers is whether a 
Ii an moated hog can be produced with as 
little cost as one containing more lat and of 
the sam e weight. Dried mood cannot be 
easily obtained on some farms at a low cost, 
and corn, being a staple product, will be 
given the preference. The experiments, 
however, are some of the most valuable 
ever conducted, and will at some future 
time work a revolution in the present sys­ 
tem of swine feeding.—IN. C. Farmer. 


Nourishing Food. 
With poultry management, the use of 
strengthening, stim ulating food is very im­ 
portant at certain times, but whenever it is 
used it should be accompanied with great 
caution aud good judgm ent on tho part et 
the feeder. There is a proper time for feed­ 
ing all things, a time to use food for stim ­ 
ulating aud a time for forcing growth. It is 
my plan not to give my breeding stock any 
stim ulating food other than occasionally, in 
winter, to supply or provide for any lack of 
insect or anim al 
diet that 
may occur. 
Poultry fed too freely on anim al b oti soon 
show the ill-etlects caused by such treat­ 
ment. 
To manage the fowls in the best possible 
manner is to im itate nature as closely at pos­ 
sible. A very little meat for each fowl, and 
the sam e of green food is all thev require of 
this sort of diet. In speaking In the above 
manner I mean it to apply principally to 
fowls intended for breeding purposes only, 
for when the fowls are raised principally 
for market pur> oses the case becomes quite 
different, the idea then being to get the best 
growth in the least tim . 
Cooked food is excellent in accomplishing 
this result, and should bo fed freely, such 
stim ulating aud warming food as onions, 
red penner and mustard should be supplied 
occasionally and as often as the breeder 
thinks it is advantageous to his Hock. The 
principal value of such stim ulating food is 
to warm up the whole system ; and this will 
serve to act as an appetizer, and a judicious 
use of this kind of diet will not only be 
valuable for what little nourishment it 
contains 
in 
itself, but 
the other food 
will 
be 
better assim ilated by coming 
in 
contact 
and 
being 
treated 
in 
conn'ctioii with this stim ulating food. I 
should advise breeders that intend to use 
their eggs in the spring for batching, not to 
force or over-feed their docks of hens. now. 
especially. The result may be sm all for a 
time, hut a glance on the daybook later on 
in the season will show the result gained 
from such treatment. The percentage of 
chickens hatched will also be much greater 
than if the former feeding be carried on. A 
fat, lazy hen is worthless in breeding. Try 
my plan and see if you will lie as pr aper­ 
cus as I am .—{M assachusetts Ploughman. 


Feeding Sw ine, 
Because hogs are so ready to eat whatever 
is given them, less attention is bestowed on 
providing the variety and quality of food 
w hich they should have to make the best 
returns in growth or in fattening. 
Un 
Western farm s particularly, corn is the 
main reliance, not only for the fattening 
hogs, but lor the younger stock aud the 
brood sows. 
Ni^v, hogs like a var.ety as 
well as other kiTff.s of farm stock, and it 
should bo provided for them. 
This can be 
done with little trouble, and the more rapid 
growth and healthier condition will mako 
ample returns for tho trouble taken to sup­ 
ply it. 
The fact that hogs can be fed on so 
many different kinds of food enables one to 
easily change their rations frequently. Al­ 
most everything produced on the farm can 
be utilized in this direction, all kinds of 
grain, roots, clover bay, milk, etc. 
When 
hogs have a variety of wholesome food 
they 
seldom suffer 
from 
disease, but 
thrive, and m aking 
rapid growth 
are 
ready to be 
converted 
into money at 
any 
age.

In growing a crop of wheat the seed is all 
im portant There is so much difference in 
seed—even that grown on t ho sam e stool— 
that Hie most careful selection is necessary. 
The seed must be good, t r ine, well ripened, 
plump and With active tref initiating power. 
The only way to secure such is by selection 
at the time of ripening 
Belection is abso­ 
lutely essential to good average crons aud 
good average quality. Non-selection is a 
great draw back to all crops. It entails upon 
the gram elements of deterioration which 
cause so many varieties to “ run out.” Tho 
habit of tile wheat plant is to tiller or stool, 
and this 
habit 
m ust bo 
indulged and 
favored by giving the grain more room and 
su bstan ce enough to develop its valuable 
properties. To have good seed, therefore, 
that must be selector! which is nearest like 
the original and found upon the parent stalk 
ot the stool. It ripens first, eonta na tho 
best elements.and is Hie best in all respects. 
Tim physiological laws governing the re­ 
production of the animal kingdom also hold 
good in the vegetable. Tho transmission of 
go ai and bad qualities from parent to off­ 
spring is inherent, lienee to have good 
wheat we must sow good seed. 
Next to good seed we prest have w ell­ 
prepared soil. Rich, still, calcareous soils 
are best for wheat. Com stubble and potato 
land slightly harrowed and without m a­ 
nure m ake very free land for good crops 
of wheat 
The application of fresh or 
even well-rotted 
barnyard 
manure d i­ 
rectly 
to 
tim 
soil 
in 
which 
wheat 
is to be sown is uuwise and injurious. It 
produces too much stalk and too littl•> 
grain. Bach manure should always be ap­ 
plied in its fresh state to the crop preceding 
wheat. Glover so I turned in the fall for 
spring wheat is excellent, out alfalfa sod 
excels them all. Its roots penetrate to a 
great depth, not only enriching the soil, but 
making it porous and 
rem arkably well 
adapted to the growth of all crops. Bo supe­ 
rior is it that as High as 60 and 70 bushels 
of wheat per acre have been produced upon 
land thus treated. Wheat, especially in arid 
regions, should never follow oats. rye or 
Parley. Bo dry is the winter that the seed 
scattered in tho harvesting germ inates in 
the spring and becomes badly m ixed witli 
tile wheat, and they are not the proper crops 
to rotate. 
As many opinions are beld about sowing 
as there are farm ers that sow. In Europe. 
Australia, and other wheat countries two to 
three bushels per acre are sown. while in 
our own country about a bushel and a half 
is the rule. Almost all the experim ents 
made with thick and thin seeding are favor­ 
able to tile latter; indeed they have reason 
to be. because the greatest enemy to the 
successful germination and healthy growth 
of the wheat plant is wheat. Like people, 
wheat cannot 
flourish 
when 
sown too 
thickly. If a bushel of wheat were sown 
evenly over an acre of ground, no two 
grains would be more than two inches apart 
each way. and a half-bushel would place 
them less than four inches jipart-th ic k 
enough for all soils uuder favorable con­ 
ditions. 
However, different preparation of 
both seed and soil will vary the amount of 
seed. 
Rich land requires less seed than 
poor, and a long season in some sections less 
than short ones 
The proper depth to sow 
grain varies with soil and climate. In rainy 
sections, where the frost heaves the surface 
of the ground, in the spring, wheat should 
be sown at least two inches deep and on a 
rough surface, while in dry, arid clim ates 
one and a half inches is deep enough. Tile 
heavier the soil the shallower the sowing, 
and the lighter the soil the deeper. 
The cultivation of the wheat crop adds 
much to its growth and yield: however 
absurd this may appear to some, it is never­ 
theless true. Most people, and I m ight say 
ninety-nine hundredths©! all farm ers in the 
United Btates. never touch their wheat from 
sowing time to harvest. A cultivation of 
the wheat crop does it as much good as a 
cultivation of the corn crop, or any other 
crop. As SOOD as the wheat is well up arid 
begins to stool, a light harrowing not only 
kills the weeds but helps the growth of the 
crop, and wbeu the wheat begins to m ake 
stalks another aud a heavier harrowing 
will often increase the yield IO to 16 per 
cent. These narrowinga not only kill the 
little weeds and give vigor to the plant, hut 
they keen tho surface of the soil open and 
mellow for the better action of the atm os­ 
phere upon the roots, lf the wheat is sown 
iii drills a foot apart, a sm all cultivator is 
better than a harrow, especially in those 
sections where the crops are irrigated. 
All 
crops do better when irrigated from below. 
The water, when put on the surface, conies 
in contact with the tender plant and in­ 
jures it. 
Harvesting should be done early, when 
the wheat is in the dough state, to m ake 
good returns for the mill. but seed wheat 
should not be cut until fully line. Early 
harvests often escape rust, m ake heavier 
grain and of better m illing elements, lees 
wheat is lost in tho cutting and Handling, 
and tho farm er is better satisfied, having 
Ins crop out of the way.—[Professor A. E.

Tim e for Sow ing Clover, 
There are three different periods in spring 
for sowing clover seed, each of which has 
its advantages. These advantages, as well 
as the drawbacks, vary with soils, clim ates, 
condition*, aud various other circum stan­ 
ces. and if tile farmer would succeed he 
must balance those various conditions and 
,soled Hie hest. These three periods are tho 
frozen period at tile beginning or end of 
March at tire North : tire time or sowing tire 
spring grain with which the clover is sown ; 
and after the spring grain is up a few inches 
so as to have a good brushing with tire 
smoothing harrow, and giving at the same 
time a thin covering of (he clover seed. To 
assist in selecting tire best time, tire follow­ 
ing suggestions are offered: 
1. Clover seed may be sown in March in 
the snow or on frozen ground, or on ground 
likely to be frozen again, if tire character 
of tire season usually lavors it. But tire 
ground si ould have been well prepared 
previously, giving it a smooth, mellow sur­ 
face. lf the snow usually melts off without 
much severe freezing afterw ards the seed 
will settle on the ground us soon as the 
snow disappears, and be thinly covered 
witli the thawing soil. Most of it will ger­ 
minate, and not being thrown out bv later 
hard freezing it will m ake a line, dense. 
even crop. But in some localities there is a 
liability of several hard freezes afterwards, 
and tire farmer m ust u-e his judgm ent and 
experience in selecting. Bowing on frozen 
ground, or on bare soil with the expectation 
of some subsequent freezing, may also be 
quite successful, the crumbling surface as it 
thaws, giving tho see l a shallow covering. 
In many plac es either of lire above modes 
answers well, and often better than any 
other; but the drawbacks mentioned may 
render it unadvisable in other places. 
2. Tire next period is a few weeks later, 
accompanying the sowing of tho earliest 
spring grain, of which barley is one of tho 
best, tire early sowing of which is all tire 
better for the crop of grain. A thin seeding 
of tire barley is favorable for the clover, and 
any decrease of Us cron iii consequence of 
this thin seeding will probably be more 
than made up by the better clover crop. As 
soon as tire baile, seed is in. the surface 
should be made fine and smooth witli a line 
harrow, the clover sown and then covered 
with a brush harrow, or often still betier, 
with a roller, which presses the soil over the 
seed, and aids germination by "firm ing” it. 
It should be always remembered that clover 
seed should not be covered move than un 
inch deep, or else the young plants will not 
find their way to tho light, and if barely 
covered they will grow quite as well, pro­ 
vided the soil is kept sufficiently moist 
until they have fairly rooted. All of the 
seed, therefore, wli.cn may 
have 
beeu 
buried much deeper than an inch is lost. 
This cannot lie wholly avoided: some will 
be turned under at a greater depth, m aking 
a correspondingly heavy seeding necessary 
for the best r e fits . 
3. Tire third period is after the grain crop 
has m ade a few inches in growth, and when 
tho smoothing harrow is passed broadcast 
over the whole surface.

Iii gathering the earliest 
ones for markot, of courso tho largest will 
be sole) ted each day. This will leave v a­ 
cant spaces in tire rows and as this ground 
will have been so well worked and enriched, 
tire fullest possible use should be m ade of it 
throughout tne season. 
I his cannot better 
be done than by having a bed of cabbage 
plants conveniently at hand and setting 
them in wherever vacancies are made, 
Thus. by tire time tho onions are off, the 
ground will be fully occupied by another 
growing crop. Before tire onion sets are put 
out the ground should be njade mellow, so 
tiiat merely nressingthe sets down with tho 
thumb and fingers will be sufficient to cover 
them well. One bushel of sets will be suffi­ 
cient to plant about an eighth of an acre, or 
sav a space 60 by loo feet, planting in rows 
a foot apart. In cultivating keep tire surface 
of tire ground mellow and free from weeds, 
with the hoe or band plough, but do not stir 
deeply nor throw much soil toward tire 
rows.

In preparing green onions for m arket, strip 
off tire outer skin and cut tire roots off even 
with a sharp knife; then tie, front eight to 
a dozen in a bunch-depending on the size 
of tire onions, and the requirements of the 
m arled—and cut off about one-third tire 
length of tire top.-;. This gives them a clean, 
compact, appearance, and they are much 
more alluring to the customer than if show­ 
ing straggling roots and tops. 
Radishes are so easily grown, and in such 
abundance, that little need he said as to 
methods. The principal tiling is to plant on 
early ground, au d io have tire right vane 
ties. None are earlier, prettier or better 
than the sm all, round scarlet kinds: bat 
they are not so salable, usually, as tire long, 
red scar et. The white S tra sb u rg is best 
for the summer m arket as it does not get 
so strong nor pithy as the other kinds. As 
the chief sale, however, is in the earlier part 
of tho season, early ground and quick 
noting fertilizers m ust be mainly relied on 
to make this crop a paying one. 
Beets, like onions, are au all-summer crop, 
and it will pay to have them in plentiful 
supply for the market wagon every day 
until late autumn, and then to have a 
goodly store laid by for winter marketing. 
Iii the open ground they may be sowed 
quito thickly, and 
then by 
pulling for 
market, as needed, they wilt get sufficient 
thinning. 
Something may be gained in 
earliness by starting plants ilia moderate 
hotbed and setting them out when about 
throe inches high. The blood turnip beets 
are tho only good table sorts, and of these 
the Eclipse aud Egyptian are the earliest. 
in bunching beets for m arket strip off all 
dead or yellow leaves, and wash the roots. 
Do not cut off the tap-roots or m ake any 
incision that will cause them to bleod. 
Radishes, 
also, should be washed, 
but 
need no other preparation before tying in 
bunches. —{Jam es H. Reeve, in Agriculturist. 


A lfa lfa or Lucern e and Its C u ltu re . 
Lucerne will grow on any land that will 
grow wheat, corn and potatoes, and will 
thrive on m any*lands that none of these 
will grow on, as light sand 
or gravel. 
Though it does well on clay, it will not grow 
where the water is within a foot of the top 
of tho ground, or lias alkali. It will stand wet 
land where there is drainage. It will stand 
all of the water that will tall. It is a very 
quick grower, and will m ature the first, crop 
in about two months. The second will m a­ 
ture in about six weeks from < lilting, aud 
tire third iii about five weeks from cutting. 
Tire second crop is tire heaviest, but tire 
first is the best feed. It will \ ield about six 
tons per acre, and som etim es double that 
amount It will mu-yield clover, two to one, 
and m akes just as good toed, and never 
falls 
down, 
but 
stands 
up 
straight.

When trees are dug in the nursery rows 
where they have grown, the work should be 
done early in spring before the buds begin 
to open, or before tile first movement in 
growth. They may then be eithor set out at 
once, or carefully laid in mellow soil till 
ready .to transplant. In this condition, with 
tire roots well covered with fine earth 
among all the interstices, they may remain 
without harm several days, or even two or 
three weeks, till the ground is ready to re­ 
ceive them, where they are to remain. Dig 
ging them up from where they grow neces­ 
sarily cuts off a part of their roots, which 
partly checks their growth for a tim e: and 
if done quite early, or before the buds have 
opened, the check is very slight, but if per­ 
formed after the leaves begin to appear it is 
severe, and should be avoided. The same 
harm does not happen if tire buds swell or 
begin to open on tire trees which have been 
dug early and while remaining heeled in, for 
on taking them out of their mellow bed no 
roots are torn, but all are taken which they 
had in digging. For tire saute reason, trees 
which have swelled or have partly opened 
buds when received from tho nursery, tako 
but little harm if they have been dug early, 
and ltave been well packed in wet moss for 
shipment, the roots being kept front dry­ 
ing till well set out. The Im portance of re­ 
ducing the heads of young trees when trans­ 
planted by cutting hack or thinning out the 
young siioots lo correspond with the partial 
lo-s of tire roots, is well understood; but 
the m istake is too frequently made of per­ 
il), ming this pruning after the buds have 
begun to open or new leaves to appear. This 
a1 wa s gives them a severe check rn growth 
from which thev do not soon re over. Tire 
shortening back should 
always be pur- 
formed fielore atty movement is made by 
the trees towards growing. Trees received 
by railway from tire nursery should be im­ 
mediately unpacked 
and heeled in. the

as already described.

Where two branches rub together, cut off 
one. usually tire smaller. 
Never cut off a branch, large or sm all, 
without a definite reason for doing so 
Cutoff sprouts from the trunk ami main 
brandies, unies? more largo brandies are 
desired. 
Cut off all dead branches. They rob the 
tree of moisture, giving no return, They 
invite decay into thp live wood, and tire 
looks of tire tree will be greatly improved 
by their removal. 
if the extrem ities of the branches have 
grown too dense, so that die sunlight is 
largely prevented from entering the centre 
ol tire tree, thin out bv cutting off many 
small twigs from lite outer ends of tile 
blanches rather titan by cutting off large 
limbs at tire top of tire trunk.

M a k i n g Chee*® on a S m a l l S c a le . 
For the m anufacture of cheese on a sm all 
scale are required a cheese hoop, about IO 
inches in diam eter with a follower, a new 
washtub and a press. The m ilk should be 
taken perfectly fresh from the cow. and 
strained through a cloth into the cheese- 
tub. As a gallon of m ilk will m ake one 
pound of cliee.se, the precise quantity used 
at a time should be noted. Fart of it should 
be warmed so that the tem perature of tho 
whole, when in the tub, shall be raised to 
8 i 
Fahrenheit, 
'Ute rennet, thoroughly 
cleaned and 
prepared, 
should tie then 
added, enough behint used to produce curd­ 
ing in about 40 m inutes 
As soon as the 
curd will break smoothly, it should be cut 
with nard-knives into squares and then al­ 
ii.wed to stand until all tire whey runs off. 
Part of this whey is then heated, the m ass 
of 
curd 
is 
lifted 
and 
broken into 
minute pieces, and warm whey is added 
until the tem perature of the whole is raised 
98* Fahrenheit. When cool, this operation 
is repeated until the curd becomes crumbly, 
easily falling to pieces when pressed in the 
liana. Tho whey is then ail drained off, and 
tile curd put into the cooler aud cut up with 
curd Knives. When the tem perature has 
fallen somewhat, it is turned over and left 
until it assum es a flaky condition. 
When 
nearly dry, salt is added, and the whole is 
mixed thoroughly witli a curd mill. It is 
then put lntothe bandage inside of tile hoop, 
and is puton tho press. After rem aining 
tlu re from two to four hours it should be 
taken out and turned. The next day it tnav 
be taken out from the press and put on a 
shelf to cure. While curing it should he 
watched closely to keep all Hies front it: 
should he rubbed over daily with warm 
melted butter and daily turned. It is fit for 
use from six to eight weeks after it is pressed.

Pleaso give ration for two year Jersey 
heifer, dropped calf March 2, weighs ai out 
5o0 pounds. 
I have pasture of clover, 
orchard and redtop, but it is short yet. We 
feed cottonseed meal, cottonseed hulls, 
wheat brail, cornmeal and timothy hay; 
ltave turnips also. If you could suggest 
something better do so. aud I will buy it. as 
I want to give her all the chanco possible. 
A very fair ration can be constructed out 
of the foods m entioned; but cottonseed 
m eal is a very concentrated food and 
requires to be given with much care. 
He 
should have mentioned tho ration which ire 
now feeds, i. e., the am ount of grain, cotton­ 
seed, hulls and nay. 
His 
pasture, 
no 
doubt, by tho tim e this answer reaches 
him, 
will 
be 
in 
fair 
condition 
so 
that 
it 
is 
the 
extra 
food 
upon 
pasture which he will want,. Let him m ake 
tho following combination: Five pounds 
cut timothy hay, 2 pounds cottonseed Hulls, 
a pounds cornmeal, a pounds wheat bran. 
I pound cottonseed meal. This cornmeal, 
wheat bran and cottonseed meal must be 
evenly m ixed together dry, aud then m ixed 
with the moistened cut hay and cottonseed 
hulls, given in two feeds, largest at evening. 
It is very important that this grain ration 
should be well mixed with the fodder if F. 
would protect tile health of his young 
heifer. He does not say if this heifer is ac­ 
clim ated or whether she was brought from 
the North. In yielding milk and eating 
rich food there is a tendency in tire young 
heifer to develop a feverish state of Hie s>s- 
tem. 
It is. therefore, of the greatest imper 
tanto that lite concentrated 
grain food 
should be mixed with coarser fodder so as 
to avoid this.-^Professor fete wart in Country 
Geutiemau.

A reader wants to know what we consider 
the best condition powder, and where it can 
be had. lf we were m anufacturing a patent 
composition, no doubt we m ight advise him 
to buy ours, but, as we are not dealing in tho 
article, we are free to speak on the subject. 
There are some powders that, are good, but 
there are many more that are ut terly worth­ 
less. During the last few years we have ex­ 
perimented considerably with various pop­ 
ular preparations, and. after giving caci) a 
close trial, wo have conte to this conclusion 
—tho less medicine or patent foods we give 
our birds the better are they off, in both 
health and egg production. We made such 
a desperate struggle witli one powder in 
particular, winch was so "highly indorsed.” 
that we weakened the constitution of a fine 
yard of Laugshans to such an extent that 
they took rout) and ail forms of disease, and 
before we could restore half to even a slight 
degree of health the other halt died. An­ 
other riock had the fertility of their eggs al­ 
most entirely destroyed by the sharp spices 
contained in tire food. 
The condition powder that we like the 
le st is charcoal, kept-in a sm all box con­ 
stantly before them : sulphur in their soft 
feed 
once 
a weotc; o lm* a!, say once 
a w eek; ground hone or dessicated fish 
once 
or twice 
a 
w eek; 
onions 
cut 
up about tire size of a grain of corn about 
once aw eek ; and ground oyster slid I and 
bone all they will eat. These form the Lest 
of egg food and the hest of medicine. This 
kind of treat arent thus given not onlv keeps 
our birds in good health, but affords them 
an opportunity to - hell out a :a lg a invoice 
of eggs.

Ort''of them informs 
tis that when wo want lots of eggs we m ust 
feed tho "stuff*’ every other day. and the 
birds pilch right into la v in g -if contin­ 
ued, there is tm end to the Production of 
eggs. if wo stop tire feed the hen • tops lay­ 
ing, and at once shows a desire to set. Won­ 
derful m edicine!

but manure is not then to lie had. and if 
the wheat is all there after its winter s ex­ 
posure it will nay to givo it a further lift. 
(’boose a time when tire ground is either 
frozen or has thoroughly dried so it will 
not poach. Theu draw the manure in a 
wagon provided with wide tires, 
ii tho 
surface is dry the wheels will not sink in to 
hurt. The manure will greatly help the 
clover, as well as tire wheat, ive have 
known farm ers to find a profit in drilling in 
150 pounds of superphosphate on the wheat 
in spring. The drill was did , en so that its 
teeth cut the ridges between tire rows made 
in drilling tire seed lire, previous lull. In 
this oase probably breaking tho surface of 
tire soil did nearly as much good as the fer­ 
tilizer. as is proven by the benefit often re­ 
ceived from dragging wheat Hems tit spring. 
Many farm ers labor under tile impression 
that oats must not lie sown until the frost 
is a1) out ot tile ground, and has become 
thoroughly warmed. 
This is a m istaken 
idea. As soon as the soil is in a condition 
to he fairly worked, oats should be sown, 
as it is believed that by early sowing a 
much heavier yield of grain con be secured, 
and the crop tie much less liable to in ury 
front attacks of rust or disease. 
>> e have a 
very distinct remembrance of ploughing 
for oats when a boy. when tire plough 
would run for rods upon the top of tire 
frost. 
We have also sowed oats witli great 
success when they have subsequently been 
covered with snow before coming up. 
Spring wheat, whenever it is raised, is the 
first crop; then come oats, corn, beots and 
potatoes, and tile usual succession. Bowing 
of all will depend upon tile condition of tne 
toil, and whatever is to improve this m ust 
have been done by under drainage aud sur­ 
face drainage in previous seasons. 
Notice 
where there are still moist places and open 
the drainage at tire proper season-, 
A* arm 
soils are better for ali crops. 
Drainage re­ 
moves the water from the soil and adm its 
the air to its pores ami crevices, and thus 
warms tire soil more rapidly titan is possible 
in any other way.

Barley is a crop that lias no place in r. ast­ 
ern farm ing where the soil is foul with weed 
seed. Buyers of this seed are very particu­ 
lar as to its quality, and unless on& can 
raise a prime article lie had better grow 
other cro; s. 
Now is the tim e to look out for a stock of 
chickens. 
We believe that for the average 
farm er there is more profit in chickens 
hatched in April than in any other mouth 
of the year; although they will often nay 
nearly as well lf hatch' d in May, before 
the middle of the month.

will he salable at good prices as roasters, 
early in the fall, when they will often fetch

Take cuttings of grape vines and place 
them in the soil at an angle ot 45 , firming 
the soil about them. 
Prepare for sweet corn. Let the harrow 
lug ne thorough. Spread your fertilizer be­ 
fore tire last harrowing. Plant earliest, in­ 
termediate and lite varieties at tire same 
time. 
Reservo the interm ediate kinds for 
later planting.

A respectably dressed young man, w ith a 
heavy brown m oustache and a frank, open 
countenance, attracted a g re a t deal of a t­ 
tention yesterday afternoon.

Canning, preserving and jelly m aking 
was th e subject of Mrs. G reene’s lecture 
last week at the B. Y. VV. C. A. School of 
Domestic Economy, anti m any very useful 
and practical suggestions w ere m ade on the 
subject. 
Canning differs from the old preserving 
of fruit iii tho use of less sugar, in the m eth­ 
od of cooking, etc. T he first requisite for 
canning is to have perfect cans. These 
cans m ust ho ot glass, never of tin. To test 
cans fill w ith water, screw on the cover 
tightly anil invert the jar. If not a drop of 
w ater 
escapes 
the 
cans 
are 
perfect. 
Tho 
second 
requisite 
is 
to 
have 
perfect 
fruit. 
Some 
th in k 
any 
sort 
of fruit will do for canning, but this is a 
m istake. The fruit m ust be very hot when 
put into tim cans 
the covers 
m ust he 
screwed tig h t and then be set away to cool. 


N y r iii) fo r P r a t t . 
A cup of sugar and half a cup of water to 
a quart jar of peaches, pears, etc., will m ake 
enough syrup. The covers will be found to 
be depressed a litUe when cold and an 
alm ost perfect vacuum will be formed by 
t h ' shrinkage of tho fruit away from the 
top. 
• 
Never allow fruit bought in tin cans for a 
m om ent when opened, 
for a chem ical 
change take^ place a t once, aud the acid of 
th e 
fruit, 
acting on 
the 
tin 
of 
tho 
can, 
m akes 
a 
poisonous 
compound 
of 
tm . 
which is 
very 
dangerous, 
lu rn 
out 
fruit or 
vegetables 
from 
th e cans an hour boloro using if possible 
and allow them to become aerated. This 
gives them a m uch better flavor, as the air 
in cooking has bicorne expelled from the 
fruit or vegetables. They m ust of eouse 
stand in fresh air aud not in foul or hot air 
in the kitchen. 
it is well lo clarify this syrup by using the 
w hite and shell of one egg to every three 
pounds of sugar. Let sugar, water, egg. etc.. 
lie mixed up together and come to alx fil. 
i'hen let it stand back on the stove and 
stand IG m inutes: skim thoroughly. A great 
deal of "bluing” will come often trom the 
si nip. Loaf sugar is nicer than granulated 
Pour tho 
W y rn q O v e r I * e a r h e « , P e e r * . 
etc., which have been cut u p and racked 
into the cans, set the jars into a wash boiler 
ou slats of wood and cook lor 2i> m inutes.

T urn into a cheesecloth 
hug. L et drain till cool enough to he han­ 
dled. 
Press out every particle of juice 
through the cloth.

m aining nine quarts of berries and cook for 
15 m inutes. After it begins to boil allow it 
to ju st bubble; skim frequently; put into 
jars. 
Have every jar boiling hot when 
sealed. These berries, it is said. will keep 
their color and flavor equal to French aud 
G erm an fruits. 
T o m a t o e s . 
Pour boiling w ater over the tom atoes, skin, 
and cook till boiling hot all 
the way 
tluough. Then can. 
I t ln n lio r r ie i. 
Have frosh, perfect berries, cook till boil­ 
ing hot. Put P " l for a long tim e. as th a t 
destroys tho flavor, and then fill the jars 
quickly. Use no sugar. 


H a r d 
To cook hard pears not tit for canning 
m ake a syrup ami add to it tho juice of a 
lemon. Cut up the pears and put them into 
a bean pot. Put the syrup over I hem and 
cover. Bake for several hours, till soft and 
dark red. Then can. 
O ran g e M a rm a la d e . 
Take a dozen oranges, peel aud boil tho 
pools till tender enough to mash. Change 
the w ater throe tim es during tho three or 
four hours 
they 
are 
boiling. 
Drain, 
pound 
thoroughly 
w ith 
a 
pestle, 
and 
strain 
through 
a 
sieve. 
Sep­ 
arate 
the 
pulp from 
the thin, white, 
tough skin and the seeds. P ut th e puip, 
juice and pounded peel all together, and to 
each pint of the m ixture add a pound of 
finest granulated sugar. Boll together till 
clear and thick. 
Add juieo of one lemon to 
overv dozen oranges. 
This should keep w ithout canning, like a 
jelly, bu t it is of course safer to pu t into air­ 
tight jars. Use largo yellow oranges.

Peel and slice IG raw . ripe tom atoes, chop 
two red peppers and oho onion, add one 
tablespoonful sugar and one of salt with a 
cup of vinegar. Cook together one hour.

If it is desirable to 
mn Ko a creamy sauce, add two tablespoon­ 
fu ls of cream or tw o tablespoonfuls of wine. 
lf it curdles, h eat it to bring it together,

granulated sugar is used, it is im possible 
to m ake either a hard sauce or cream y 
sauce nice, (live it a thorough beating to 
have it as light as possible. Net it on the ice 
to harden.

Urown I table­ 
spoonful butter, add 2 tablespoonsful flour aud 
brown, then pour on slowly I pint hot w ater, add 1/2 
teaspoonful .salt, I saltspoonful pauper, I bay leat, 
I tablespoonf ul mushroom catsup, I stalk celery. 
Pour over the chops. Cut I turnip, carrot aud 
onion into small pieces, boll IO minutes, drain and 
aud to die meat. Simmer •'(4 of an hour. 
This has a delicate flavor. 
Tho m utton 
served in this way m akes nice thick chous. 
as nice as those th a i are broiled. 
The vege­ 
tables may be cut into cubes or fancy shapes. 
Boiling lo m inutes takes off tho strong 
flavor. 
Potted pigeons m ay be sim ilarly treated. 
Brown the pigeons and put thou. into a 
stewpan. Cover them w ith the sauce, Let 
them stow two or three hours.

like. W hen the vegetables are to fie served, 
it is better not to cook them quite so long as 
the meat.

It m ay seem a m istake to say th at a good 
dialect w riter ought also to bo able never to 
misspell. 
Every word th a t can lie w ritten 
according to custom ought to he so w ritten 
Every pronunciation calling for eccentric! 
ties of orthography ought to he treated as it 
dem ands. But this cannot fairly he called 
misspelling. M any who aspire to w rite d ia­ 
lect seem to fancy th a t th eir success d e­ 
pends on tho grotesque deform ity of th eir 
words. 
Josh Billings could m ake us laugh in this 
way. So could Artem us Ward. T hat was 
p a r t of their fun. B ut they v.ero not d ia­ 
lect w riters. They affected illiteracy, hut 
did not aim to speak the language of tho 
ignorant or the provincial. 
To w rite dialect, why should one w rite 
"said,” "any,” "dread,’ 
p atien t.” ’ choir," 
thus; ”-ed. ’ "elm y." "dred." "pasiieut." 
“quire,” as may often be found in reputable 
print.? Such orthographical gym nastics are 
confusing and m istaken, 
i'o misspell a 
word as a pronouncing dictionary does is a 
sort of coarseness, im plying a tack of fine 
sense of sound, and of the ability to repro 
sent it to others. 
Borne 
words 
are 
not incorrectly pro­ 
nounced 
anyw here. 
Mn ti 
a 
word 
is 
“ wom en.” Yet a day or two since a dialect 
poem had it spelled "w im m eu.” An Illit­ 
erate m an m ight so w rite it. but 
how 
could he more than the scholar, so speak 
it? In tho singular num ber, of course, mis 
pronunciation obtains. For instance, I once 
heard, in one company of farm er folk. 
"w om an" called “woonian." a la Turvey- 
drop. "w om ern” aud "w uram en.” 
T ho dialect w riter m ust have his ours 
quickened to the oddities, additions, elisions 
and w ord-tw istingsof hum anity; hut he of 
nice touch will not add to these things 
im aginations of his own. 
Every one has a right to try his hand. 
Not even the great and "original” successes 
can say. "This is my territo ry ; trespassers 
not allow ed!’’ But they who im agine th a t 
he of the m asterpiece has made fam e 
aud 
money 
by 
the 
trickery 
of 
in­ 
genious m alform ations of words and sen­ 
tences is m istaken. Not so did "Burly T im ’s 
Trouble, 
"Mob Lady," "M arse C han.” 
and the "Absence of Little W esley” vviu 
hearts. Pathos is not attained by the use of 
apostrophes to m ark the omission of letters 
and syllables, nor by the use of ex traordi­ 
nary alphabetical com binations (though, to 
he sure, Beme spelling of so-called dialect is 
enough to bring tears). N either does laugh­ 
ter dwell in the m arshalling of rows of 
m isshapen language. In dialect, as in every 
other literary work, the w riter m ust have 
som ething 
to 
say. and know how to 
say it. 
The observation and the h eart 
m ust seize the situation, the em otion, from 
life; and the linguist, w ith clever selection 
and nice judgm ent, m ust lay before tiis pub­ 
lic, in homely but intelligible language, th e 
com m on experiences of common hum anity. 
Bo long as this is done, dialect will retain 
its populantv—a popularity strong enough 
to float through periodicals a good deal of 
(louble-and-twiflted nonsense, th a t alw ays 
looks as if it were going to bo dialect, hut 
never is.

Tlie L.ct th a t the recent local elections in 
far-away M ontana showed large Democratic 
gains m ay 'have escaped attention here in 
the Last, but it is a fact and a significant 
one. 
The Republicans iu Congress consented to 
the admission of M ontana as a State, under 
th e impression th a t it was surely Republi­ 
can, and th at they would get a repre­ 
sentative, two senators and th lee electoral 
votes out of it. 
The reason 
for their 
faith was. 
apparently, the f a it th at at 
th e 
last 
territorial 
election 
for d e l ­ 
egate in Congress the Republican candi­ 
date was successful by (Woo m ajority. But 
good judges said a t the tim e th a t th a t was 
only b cause th e Republican party was sup­ 
posed to be m ore friendly 
to the ad­ 
mission of new States than the Dem ­ 
ocratic p arty ; and. th a t under ordinary 
circum stances M ontana was a Dem ocratic 
T erritory. This is easily proved. 
At the 
five previous elections for del. gate rn Con- 
gross, viz., in 1878. 1880, 188-. 1884 and 
I.sad. the D em ocratic candidate was. in 
every case, successful; the last tim e by the 
p. rn for table m ajority of 3718 in a total vote 
of 32.000. And th e last T erritorial Legis­ 
lature contained -JO D em ocrats aud only lo 
Republican-. 
The recent local elections seem to show 
th a t tlie new S tate h as retu rn ed to its nor­ 
mal attitude. 
It will not be surprising if 
M ontana#,Vee the Denjoci tits ta o n ew sena- 
l u t e cuikluaii votes. Im ieeu th at 


is extrem ely probable. 
Hut it will m ake 
the Republicans wish they had kept Mon­ 
tan a outside the fam ily of States. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN ENGLAND. 
W om an suffrage is m aking even moro 
rapid progress in England than In America. 
H e n r y 
G e o r g e , 
w riting from London, 
calls attention to some facts which will bo 
surprising to the great mass of Am erican 
readers. W omen in England already vote 
at school board and m unicipal elections. 
For several years, and u n t'l very recently, 
Miss H e l e n T a y l o r was an influential 
m em ber of the London school board. Sho 
is the step-daughter and literary executor 
of J o h n S t u a r t M i l l . and is Bn ardent 
convert to Mr. G e o r g e 's economic teach­ 
ings. Since her retirem ent two other ladies 
of alm ost equally wide reputation have 
taken her place on the London school board 
—Mrs. A n n ie B e s a n t and Mrs. A s h t o n 


DILK IC. 
Hut this is not all. Englishw om en who 
aspire to office are by no m eans lim ited to 
the school hoards. There are two fem ale 
m em bers of the now London County Coun­ 
cil, which consists of about OO m em bers 
and is practically a parliam ent for th e city 
of London. These are Miss E. J, C. C obden, 
daughter of the fam ous free trade states­ 
man. aud I adv Sa n d h urst. This council 
chooses 20 alderm en, and am ong the “alder­ 
m en” so chosen is M iss Em m a C ons. 
Mr. G e o r g e ’s observations lead him to 
believe th at woman suffrage is liKely to 
become an accom plished fact in England 
w ithin tw o or throe years. Already two 
bills arc pending in Parliam ent, each intro­ 
duced by a G ladstouian Liberal, one con­ 
ferring tho full right of suffrage upon all 
women n ot m arried, and the other con­ 
ferring it upon all women, w hether m arried 
or not, on equal term s w ith men. 
It would be queer indeed if m onarchical 
E ngland should get ahead of republican 
Am erica in the m arch towards universal 
suffrage. This country m ust be up and 
doing if it is going to keep the lead. 


KEEP UP ARBOR DAY. 
T his is quite a notable m onth for holidays. 
We have three more to come. The first oc­ 
curs Monday next, April 22, when for the 
first tim e in our history, wo believe, a 
special election Las been m ade the occasion 
for a general holiday. The next is Arbor 
day, on th e 27th. and finally the centennial 
inauguration on the SQtli winds up the 
m onth. 
W ith ail due respect for the significance 
of the *tber occasions, we hold Arbor day to 
be th e prettiest holiday in store for the pea 
pie e l M assachusetts 
Holidays th a t take 
root in th e fam ily and appeal to the ten ­ 
derest associations 
of social 
fraternity 
promise the best fruits. Tlie untam ed taste 
that form erly m ade the Fourth of July and 
general m uster hideous in our towns and 
cities isfastdisappearing. and such holidays 
as Decoration day and Arbor day m ark the 
grow th of general refinem ent am ong the 
masses. 
lf J u liu s C e s a r had planted a tree in 
California at the tim e he invaded B ritain 
it m ight have been found standing there 
today, and there are leafy giants in th e far 
W est whose branches rocked while C h r is t 
was preaching the Sermon on the Mount. 
One of the m ost suggestive sights one 
m eets in the country is a row of trees stand­ 
ing before some old New England hom e­ 
stead. The original occupants are long 
since scattered and gone, and perhaps the 
old hom e it-ell has crum bled into dust. 
But each of these trees was planted a t the 
birth of some dear one, and its life dates 
back to some day cif fam ily rejoicing. These 
trees, each a living m onum ent to some 
fam ily pet, still wave on in the sum m er 
breezes. 
The poetry and fraternal associations of 
Arbor day should be cultivated. Every tree 
planted in behalf of fraternity and the 
home will broaden and ennoble the future 
as it grows. 


RHODE ISLAND IN THE UNION. 


It is a som ewhat interesting fact th at the 
sm allest State in the Union should have 
furnished the most instructive study of the 
scope and flexibility of our institutions. 
The original Providence Plantations con­ 
tained about 1250 square miles, or 800.000 
acres. Some idea of the relative Bize of this 
State may be realized when it is rem em ­ 
bered th at Texas covers an area of 265.780 
square miles, or 170,099,200 acres. There 
are cattle ranches in the latter State th a t 
far excel Rhode Island in area. 
Ireland 
contains som ething like 19,000,000 acres, 
Tlie m eat trust, th a t lias just received a set 
back througli the powerful interposition of 
A r m o u r, announces in its prospectus th at 
its lauds cover 1,859,000 acres, or consider­ 
ably m ole than double the acreage of our 
little neighbor State. 
Rhode Island was num bered among the 
original ch arter governm ents in the colo­ 
nies. The charter which R o g e r W il l ia m s 
received from C h a u lm s IL was a purely 
feudal docum ent, reiterating Hie rig h t of 
prim ogeniture and vesting in the eldest son 
alone tlie right to vote, hold office and suc­ 
ceed to tho paternal estate. It seems al­ 
m ost incredible that, in spite of the liberal­ 
izing influence of the revolution, the spread 
of Jeffersonianism . tlie adoption of tile Con­ 
stitution and all tile other influences of 
progress Rhode Island should have clung to 
tills effete old charter of two centuries ago. 
and th a t when, as lata as 1842, a m an out of 
the ranks of the very cream of aristocracy 
rose to protest against it, lie was destined to 
be hounded w ith a relentless persecution 
from too educated classes, wnich finds its 
nearest parallel in the m artyrdom of W i l ­ 


l ia m L l o y d G a r r is o n in behalf of the 
chattel slave. 
Rhode Island was tho only State th at re­ 
fused to send delegates to the convention 
w’hich fram ed the Constitution, or to have 
anything to no w ith it beyond a violent and 
persistent protest against its adoption. I his 
stubborn little com m unity wax only dragged 
in at the eleventh hour. after tho m ost per­ 
sistent pleading and the final th reat th at 
the door of the Union would be slam m ed in 
its face if it did not. 
The feudal and retrogressive spirit which 
has always clung to Rhode Island is doubt­ 
less largely due to the w ant of diversity in 
her industries. H er rich endow m ent of 
natural w ater courses m ade her a m anu­ 
facturing State by nature. 
Agriculture 
soon 
fed 
into 
relative 
decline, 
and 
th e concentration of m anufacturing capital 
gradually gave the State a baronial, close 
corporation character. 
The constitution 
which T h o m a s W i l l s o n Dot: ii forced the 
Rhode Islauu nobility to adopt in 1842 upon 
the ruins of prim ogeniture still retained a 
real estate qualification for foreign-born 
voters, and the long aud stubborn fight to 
abolish the absurd disability of birth as a 
qualification of suffrage has finally for the 
tirst tune in her history given Rhode Island 
the constitutional 
form of governm ent 
which the Constitution guarantees. 
While this fight has been going on the 
great corporations and fam ilies have used 
the lever of disqualification by birth for all 
it was worth to keep the State iu the Repub­ 
lican fold. The sm allness of the State and 
the predom inance of a single line of indus­ 
try. with a iai ie > > rtion of the voters domi­ 


ciled in w hat correspond quite closely to 
feudal village com m unities, have perm itted 
of an all-em bracing political ring, tile like 
of which has no parallel in any State of Hie 
union. So w hat m oney could not accom ­ 
plish a hint from the factory overseer, or 
his m ere presence at tho polls,was sufficient 
w arning to such poor operatives as had a 
vote. 
But ae political, likootherblessings.never 
com e singly, ibis last resource of a ouco all- 
pow etfnl 
political 
oligarchy 
has been 
fatally dism antled ny th e adoption of the 
A ustralian ballot system in Rhode Island. 
Finally, 
w ith 
an 
enlarged suffrage of 
20.000 voters, a ballot reform bill. and the 
powerful journal built u p b y Senator A n­ 
t h o n y on the spoils of nepotism com m itted 
to equal rights and equal burdens of citi­ 
zenship, a State th at has been intrinsically 
Dem ocratic for the past 20 years under the 
Constitution steps forth enfranchised. 
In bidding Rhode Island a welcome w ithin 
the circle of self-governing States, one may 
feel th a t although it has taken lier tw o and 
a half centuries over a rough road to get 
from prim ogeniture to m anhood suffrage, 
she has com e to stay, and is destined to be 
as Dem ocratic politically ss R o g e r Wil* 
h a m s set out to m ake lier religiously. The 
late election was tho last struggle of an 
expiring oligarchy of feudal privilege to 
hold its feet before the in-coming wave.

THE MYSTERY IN AFRICA. 


The Now York W orld printed yesterday 
the first letter received from its special 
com m issioner, T h o m a s S t e v e n s, who was 
sent to Africa partly to find out things 
about S t a n l e y , and partly to investigato 
th e slave trade, ana report w hether any 
Europeans or 
Am ericans are openly or 
covertly concerned in it. 
The letter is a valuable one ana throw s 
m uch light on the facts of Germ an usurpa­ 
tion in Africa. 
“It is," says the W orld, 
“the old, old story of European duplicity 
played against barbarian ignorance; of 
horrors and bloodshed and injustice done in 
the nam e of civilization for the purpose of 
laud grabbing ana in the interests of com ­ 
m erce for the sale of rum , gunpowder and 
useless m uskets." 
T here is som ething very m ysterious in 
recent goings-on in Africa, and m ore than 
a suspicion th at a deep gam e is being 
played there. The world will owe thanks 
to Mr. S t e v e n s and tho W orld if they pluck 
out tho heart of the m ystery. 


THE LESSON AT SAMOA. 
Speaking of the recent disaster a t Samoa, 
the New York H erald says: 
'Rip lesson of Apia Is one the Herald has long 
urged upon our legislators—namely, that if our navy 
were provided with good materiel the personnel 
would not {ail to muka good use of it. 

The 
best m aterial th at ever was could not have 
w ithstood the m erciless pounding on the 
rocks th at was adm inistered by the angry 
elem ents. 
The real lesson is th a t two big nations 
should not be quarrelling over a very sm all 
and sour bunch of grapes.

Jonrnaiistic Ikm iniscnifes of the Genial 
Philosopher—Kaynjond’s Misgiving?. 


Remarks on the ‘’Make-Up'' of New York 


and Boston Papers. 


N ew Yo rk, April 13.—A com bination lias 
been entered into bv the great dailies here, 
to charge five cents for their Sunday issue, 
and the newsdealers, who are not benefited 
by the increase, in some instances are very 
m uch agitated and undecided as to w hat 
they would better do. The grow th of tiro 
Sunday new spaper is one of the m arked 
phenom ena in journalism . 
Investigation 
shows th a t tho first paper printed in this 
city on Sunday was the Sunday Courier in 
1825. and, unless I ain m istaken, th e first 
in Boston was called the Galaxy, and m ade 
its appearance in 1834, Tiro New Orleans 
Picayune, which was begun in 1837, was 
published on Sunday, the work for which 
was done on Saturday, and it served its so- 
caliea “religious'’ idea by refraining from 
publication on Monday m orning, so th at its 
editors, compositors, reporters aud various 
m eclronitions 
had 
Sunday 
as 
a 
day 
of rest. There 
have 
been 
distinctive 
Sunday newspapers such as th e Sunday 
Courier, the Sunday Mercury, tho Sunday 
Atlas, Visitor, Globe, K nickerbocker, De­ 
spatch, I ut, w ith tiro exception of the H er­ 
ald, none of the great m orning papers pub­ 
lished Sunday editions, until the constant 
popular dem and ‘or extras, and for a con­ 
tinuity of publication apropos of the war. 
in 1861. led a general falling into line, aud 
from th a t tim e on the Sunday publication 
has evoluted, u n t’l today it stands m arked 
w ith extraord nary features, bearing upon 
its face the im press of the newspaper, the 
m agazine, the preacher, the literary teacher 
and the great w ant supplier of the universe. 
A brief digression apropos of the war. 
One of the m ost interesting letters I ever 
received was w ritten by Henry J. Raymond, 
editor of the New York l imos, the day after 
the battle of Ball’s Bluff. I received it in 
Poolsville, Md., and fiend it in th e presence 
of Charles P. Stone, com m anding tho divi- 
ion, Colonel Devens, now an honored jurist 
in M assachusetts, then of the F ifteenth 
M assachusetts, I think, and Colonel N an 
Allen of one of our New York regim ents, 
whose entertainm ents, bv tiro way, in cam p 
would have graced a banquet hall and satis­ 
fied a Lttcullus. The hospitals were

The skios may be brighter in 
tim e. They surely are dark enough now, 
aud of all callings th at of journalism , it 
seems to me. will bo the chief sufferer." 
An extraordinary judgm ent! 
W hy, the fact was th a t the m ost expert 
writer, tiro m ost com petent force in the 
composing room, tiro best equipped press 
room, couldn't 
get the extras out fast 
enough, and the public dem and for infor­ 
m ation was so continuous, so greedy, so 
anxious, th a t the publication of newspapers 
every day became an absolute im perative 
necessity, 
and 
tiro war, which in the 
judgm ent of th a t great m an and foremost 
journalist was to cripple, if not perm anently 
destroy, tiro newspapers of the North, made 
every one of them a substantial fortune, 
and turned into its coffers im perial rev­ 
enues, which by judicious utilization have 
in turn built up tiro m agnificent establish­ 
m ents, and made possible the issuing of these 
superb com binations of brain and physique, 
which today are not alone th e pride aud tile 
glory, but the teacher, tho guide, the check 
of our country. 
Note tho difference between tho 
dis­ 
tinctive Sunday journal and tiro Sunday 
issue of the ordinary newspaper. 
It is in Boston as it is in New York, Phila­ 
delphia, San Francisco, Cincinnati, Chicago 
aud .St. Louis. 
Your eight-page Daily 
G lob# becomes a 20-page issue on Sunday. 
Some of our m etropolitan journals print 34 
pages of news, com m ent, stories and adver­ 
tisements. 


A N e w s d e a l e r S a i d t o Me, 
at the corner of T hirty-third street and 
Broadw ay: “We m a tt do som ething to pra­ 
te d ourselves. In other days the newspaper 
was a four-page issue. One m an could easily 
carry a hundred conies and deliver them. 
W hat in the uam o of heaven are we to do 
with a 20-pago paper, or a 32-page paper. 
when they are roiled in upon us by thou­ 
sands?" Continuing, he sa id ; "I have sug­ 
gested to m y brothers in the trade th at we 
leave out the advertising sheets, and de­ 
liver to our custom ers sim ply tho reading 
pages." 
Right here let me pay a com plim ent to 
the m anagem ent of T h e S u n d a y G lo be. 
It is not very pleasant for a w riter to find 
an advertisem ent in the very body of his 
letter or article of w hatever nature, but it is 
a m ighty good th in g for the advertiser, and 
I have often noticed the ingenious make-uu 
of T h e S u n d ay G lo b e, whereby adver­ 
tisers and readers alike are served, not one 
to the exclusion of the other. The World 
newspaper, a phenom enon in every line, in 
circulation, in profit, in enterprise, prints 
w hat it ca lls a “w ant section.” som etim es IO 
or 12 pages, nothing .but wants. A dreary 
waste, so far as the ordinary roader is con­ 
cerned. and of eourso a trem endous bur­ 
den. when m ounting up into scores of 
thousands to th e newsdealers, who are com­ 
pelled physically to bandie it. Now if on 
every page there were some reading m at­ 
ter. advertisers would find increased ben­ 
efit. That, as I see, is tlie policy of T he 
B oston G l o b e , and is also tiro policy of 
the New York Press, which by the way is 
following fast in tiro footsteps of the best. 
Phenom enal as tho grow th, the jump, 
you m ight say, of tho World 
wus. it 
is equalled bv th at of the Press, tinder the 
m anagem ent of one of T h e G l o b e’s old 
staff, Clem ent M. Ham m ond. Mr. Turner, 
George W. T urner, also one of the old 
G lo b e staff, is the Business m anager of the 
New York W orld. To his alert brain, his 
determ ination and push and persistence, 
the great circulation of th a t raper is very 
largely due, and in his judgm ent there has 
been no such success in New York journal­ 
ism as th at of tho Press during the past six 
m ouths. It 


F o llo w * t il e H a b it o f T h e G l o b e , 
and plants its advertisem ents on reading 
pages, and its reading m atter on advertis­ 
ing pages, so th a t one hand washes the 
other. 
I took up a copy of the New York Herald 
tiro other day. 
There were eight pages of solid advertis­ 
ing. Now w hat does the ordinary reader 
do? The ordinary reader is not looking for 
a situation, he is not looking for a cook, nor 
a 
cham berm aid, 
nor a laundress. 
He 
doesn’t care to go to the theatre, lie is not 
anxious about business opportunities, nor 
does be w ant to find a bouse. 
He buys 
on Sunday th a t which will entertain and 
instruct him, and he doesn’t w ant anything 
else; so the first tiling he does with tiro 
World is to throw away the w ant sections, 
and th at reduces his pile to carry, and the 
next thing he does is to tear out the Herald 
advertising pages, and th ai reduces his bur­ 
den to carry. 
Then lie goes home and 
reads. It is a very bad custom here for 
advertisers 
to 
hold 
the 
great 
bulk 
of their 
advertising 
for 
tho 
Sunday 
issue. 
T he 
consequence 
is, 
some 
of 
our 
papers 
look 
like 
skinned 


eels six days in the week, and like over- 
swollen frogs on Sunday. It lias become so 
oppressive, this rush of Sunday advertising, 
th a t in one of the greatest new spaper estab­ 
lishm ents in the world, it often happens 
th a t not one single line of reading m atter is 
set before 5 o’clock on Saturday afternoon. 
This is because the entire energy of its tre­ 
mendous force is occupied in putting up the 
advertisem ents, which, how ever necessary 
and desirable from the counting room point 
of view, should not, it seems to me, m onop­ 
olize tho possibilities and (acuities,physical 
and m echanical,of a great establishm ent, to 
the exclusion of all consideration of the 
readers of th e journals, 
The changes since 1861 are wonderful 
indeed. 
At first there was no attem pt at extra 
size. or special features outside of news 
from the field. It is a som ew hat interesting 
fact th at very m any of tho greatest battles 
of the war were fought on Sunday, and 
m any a Sunday afternoon services were in­ 
terrupted in the churches th a t tiro extras 
m ight fie read, and m any a Sunday night 
the town was in arm s, every window up, 
boys yelling in th e streets, crowds gather­ 
ing on the crossings, m ultitudes assem bled 
about the newspaper offices, all anxious to 
know how goes tho war. But little by little 
special features were introduced. Perhaps 
tho first and m ost notable were the Euro­ 
pean despatches, which in those days cost a 
great deal of money, published iu the New 
York Herald. For some special reason, 
I N e v e r G o u ld U n d e r s t a n d 
w hat it was. the Herald prints as it then 
printed everything th at com es from the 
other sido in large, well-displayed type. 
Every one connected w ith a newspaper 
knows how much im portance is attached 
to m atter which comes by wire. A base 
ball gam e played in London or Liverpool 
reported for publication in th e New York 
Herald would be allowed a colum n and a 
half of large, leaded, well-displayed type; 
if played iii Now York city or Boston 
or Chicago it would bo condensed to a 
paragraph of solid nonpariel. little type. 
Idiotic conversations in London, Berlin, 
Vienna, crossing the w ater by cable, are 
treated in the sam e way 
lf th e sam e con­ 
versations were brought in by a New York 
reporter, or sent on from Boston or Chicago, 
they would be consigned to 
the waste 
basket: b u tin spite of the sillyness which 
characterized m uch of the m atter, the ob­ 
taining of it indicated a desire to be enter­ 
prising and a willingness to spend money. 
At all events it was a feature. 
In those days it attracted attention be­ 
cense the cable itself was a novelty, but as 
cables were m ultiplied and tolls were de­ 
creased, and com binations were m ade, by 
which a New York paper appearing tospend 
$1000 could easily m ake a few hundreds, 
and have its apparent enterprise for nothing, 
selling its despatches for a syndicate bete, 
there and everyw here; other papers fol­ 
lowed suit, and if you will notice all the 
great papers of the country now pub­ 
lish in their Sunday editions despatches vol­ 
uminous. o'ten greatly padded w ith drivel 
and uninteresting detail. L iterary features 
made the Times and T ribune on Sunday 
especially valuable. Book reviews, m usical 
criticism s, selections from m agazines, for­ 
eign and domestic, letters of genuine inter­ 
est from all parts of the world, colum ns of 
personal inform ation concerning notables, 
one after the other these were added to the 
Sunday issue. A few years ago special con­ 
tributors in certain of these papers were 
allowed th e use of their nam es-g re a t priv­

Did you ever start a literary club? 
L iterary clubs for authors arid w riters 
and artists invariably sta rt off with a flour­ 
ish of trum pets, ami an announcem ent th at 
outsiders shall not be perm itted to come in. 
Then a change is made, aud the constitu­ 
tion and bylaws expressly 
declare that 
there shall be tw o-thirds of th at class of 
m en, and one-third of such others as may 
be acceptable. 
A lter a w hile invasion atter 
invasion follows, and tho first thing you 
know the club is turned t ’other side up, and 
four-iifths of the m em bers are brokers, men 
of w ealth, m erchants, gentlem en of leisure.

It is 
pretty m uch the same way in newspapers 
where th e conductors at first resolve th a t 
advertising shall bo con lied w ithin such 
and sui h lim its, and th at the readers shall 
bo honestly dealt with to the extent at least 
of four fifths of tiro space. As m atters are 
now in our greatest journals adverbs rs 
have about four-fifths and readers one-fifth. 
The advertisers, however, get th e worst of 
it in this sense th a t they are put off by 
til em sel voz, as reporter# used to bo when 
attending public banquets, and compelled 
to Hock albalone. 
The Sunday new spaper today combines 
tiro contributions of experts in every lino of 
literary endeavor,

The trouble, w hatever it was, had grown 
worse, and notw ithstanding th a t th ep atien t 
has been under tho treatm en t of some of 
tho m ost em inent physicians of New E ng­ 
land. no relief was afforded her.

We had travelled about 150 yards, and 
were slowly increasing our distance from 
the Confederate line. which, advancing and 
firing by platoons did not m ake very rapid 
progress, when suddenly in to th e r leg was 
Knocked from under me. ann I sank to tho 
ground helpless. W hat would bo my mf® 
now Hashed upon me in an instant

next m om ent my m ind was filled w ith the 
keenest despair, not for my present condi­ 
tion or w hat it m ight he in the future, but 
at toe thought of separation from my com ­ 
rades.

But now a brief respite was offered in 
wondering w hat would he my im m ediate 
j late 
B» fore I had form ulated any saiisfac 
| tory con lecture the line cam e up. It moved 
with tine precision and order, so far as my 
view extended. A portion of the line near 
me halted a brief second to fire, and w hile I 
was speculating as to w hether any of those 
1 bullets proved tatal missives to my com ­ 
rades the Confederates passed over me, be- 
, ing careful not 11 touch me in passing. Of 
course I could not see very far and was lin­ 
able to judge of num bers, but the rear of the 
; line seem ed to he about as free from strag­ 
glers as the front. 
Some of the Confederates rath e line near­ 
est w here I lay had noticed th at I was 
wounded, w ith grim speculations perhaps 
as to the num ber of bullets it had taken to 
bring me down. One of the ofticeni bringing 
up tile rear had our coffee pot. which he had 
takeu off from the tire in passing, and as if

me. Another paused long enough to co ter 
m e with a blanket and then both hurried 


no sound of guns. large or sm all, from any 
part of the field, and no enem y in view. 
As we had taken up this position the 
nig h t before in. the dark it was all new to 
m e this m orning, (.mr artillery now stood 
in park really for action at th e edge of a 
sparse 
grove 
of 
irees. In 
front 
was 
an open 
field 
and 
beyond 
that, 
at 
a distance 
of 
about 
a 
quarter of a 
m ile, the view was cu t off by trees, as it 
was also to th e left at a still shorter dis­ 
tance: to the rig h t att was open country. 
About half way across the field in front 
stood a regim ent of our division, the rein- 
m ental standard anil stars and stripes being 
plainly visible, 
At the first indications of an approaching 
enem y, tho regim ent in front threw out a 
skirm ish line. I noticed this m uch and had 
tu n e d around to see if there was any 
chance of getting a cup of coffee from a 
kettle I had seen on a sm all tire between 
tw o fence rails, when we were called to 
serve the gun, aud in a m om ent more the 
b u tle's began to come thicker, and w ent 
w histling by our e«ars instead of dropping 
to the ground. They hastened my steps as 
I hurried hack to my post at the am m unition 
chest. I wish I could accurately describe 
th e 
sound 
they 
m ute. 
It 
is 
as 
brief 
as 
the 
passage 
of 
tho 
bullet 
itself, and 
som ething like tile “sw ish" 
ot a sm all switch wielded by a strong hand, 
but far more sharp and inconceivably spite­ 
ful. 
hven while the report of the m uskets 
from which tney come was a faint crackle 
in th e distance, the-e buzzing sounds were 
distinct, and rem a ned so until th e bullets 
becam e so num erous th a t they were mergod 
ipto a a confused mass. 
The advancing Confederate 
host now 
cam e into p ain view in the open field less 
than a quarter of a m ile distant in front, 
and we saw it approaching us at a steady 
pace. The Confederates m assed iii over­ 
powering num bers on Rosecran's right wing 
th at day. if you rem em ber th e details of the 
battle 
While the bulleis rained through th e air 
m ore and m ore fiercely, and I expected 
death every mom ent, my m ind seem ed in ­ 
tensely active, yet I was conscious of a sort 
of dullness, too. as though it was all a 
dream . I could not divest m yself of the 
firm conviction th at I should be shot. Wag 
ii a prem onition? Another peculiar sen­ 
sation was the feeling 
I had for my 
comrades. 
Bapt in self. I was, while 
in this im m inent danger, the em bodi­ 
m ent of perfect egotism. 
I looked upon 
those around me as beings of another world 
w ith whom I had not the slightest sym pa­ 
thy. < >ne of our cannoneers was wounded. 
W hen he called my attention to the blood 
upon iiis forehead I looked at him im pas­ 
sively, and thought to m yself—th at will 
soon be my fate, only; it will be worse w ith 
m e -a n d dismissed him from my mind. 
I looked toward the front to see the cause 
of our idleness and was astonished at the 
close proxim ity of the bloody panoram a. 
T here stood our regim ent, its standards 
fa ling to Hie ground and rising again, w ith 
the slow regularity of clockwork, as one 
color-bearer after another was shot down 
and other m en took their places. The roll 
of m usketry was ceaseless, and how the 
Confederates m anage I to keep up such a 
heavy tire w hile advancing w ith irresistible 
progress was a mystery to me. 
Even while I looked the regim ent thinned 
te a lew men. who kept constantly closing 
up to the 
standard. 
The Confederates 
seemed to be w ithin a rod or so of our men. 
W ould the regim ent rem ain and Lie killed 
to a m an ? Yes; for rn a m om ent more down 
w ent the colors and. as it seemed, every 
m an around them . Now, thought I, we can 
open with our artillery. But no: the regi­ 
m ental colors were again picked up by one 
of the infantrym en, who. seeing no one left 
bu t him self, set out toward our line on a 
rapid run. At the same m om ent, nearly, a 
good m any more men disengaged th em ­ 
selves 
flora 
the

and 
wounded 
and 
followed 
the 
flag. 
some 
forty 
or 
fifty 
straggling 
along in this way. The m an with the colors 
reached our line in safety, hut the others 
m elted away under the m urderous lire. 
The legim eut had m ade a brave tight, but a 
m ost injudicious, foolhardy one. it seemed 
to me. for now the Confederates were alm ost 
upon us, and the regim ent had kept us all 
th is tim e from firing a shot. 
Now our guns thundered forth and m ade 
great lanes in the Confederate line, which 
closed up like gashes cut in water. Vie 
loaded our guns with double charges of can­ 
ister sw athed in lead bands, such as were 
used in rifled cannon. The sm oke settled 
down so thickly now th a t we could not see 
th e effect of our shot. 
My m ind cleared up considerably now 
th a t work was resum ed, though it seemed 
to me that I was but half conscious of things 
outside m y routine of discipline. Occasion­ 
ally the rain of bullets drew m e out of this 
sem i-lethargy, i could not hear them for 
th e i oar of sm all arm s, but there were 
m any in dicat, ons about me of the storm th at 
prevailed. Standing w ith my back to the 
enem y, busy fixing am m unition at the 
‘ lim ber,’’ as I raised my eyes I saw the zinc 
lining of the lid of the chest, which had not 
been raise t more than two m inutes, spat­ 
tered all over with m arks of bullets except 
w here my head had Interposed. 
I was 
som ewhat surorised th at I had so far heeu 
m isled, but was still certain th a t it had only 
been delayed ami felt no more sym pathy 
for myself than I had for others. W ith 
action came this feeling of unconcern, but 
when idle I had ducked my head this way 
and th at in instinctive fear of bullets. 
fu m in g after a m om ent or two to hand a 
charge of am m unition to the man whose 
fluty it was to carry it to the piece, I saw 
birn standing at my side looking at mo w uh 
a blooey face. He handed nae his pouch, 
signifying th at I was thereafter to add his 
duties to mv own. M echanically I placi d 
th e strap of the pouch over my shoulder, 
put th e am m unition in it and started for 
th e piece, it was the first tim e for two or 
three m inuies th at I had faced this hu rri­ 
cane ol bullets. One or t wo cannoneers of 
th e piece were lying on the ground. The 
horses at the left of the battery, I noticed 
w ith the briefest glance, vvere rearing and 
Plunging in a fealul tangle. Those of our 
half of the battery had been sent off to 
w ater before th e attack. There would be 
no such thing as pulling out, so we were rn 
for the worst. 
Dark, smoky, alm ost indistinguishable, 
th e line of Confederates was hut a few rods 
distant and steadily approaching. At this 
tim e four m en were working our piece. 
H anding in my am m unition, I leturneu to 
th e lim ber chest lot more. 
H anding the contents of in*' pouch to the 
cannoneer in front over the wheel, I noticed 
th e near dash from the guns of the enemy 
and felt the warm sm oke in my face, it 
was evident th at they would soon be upon 
us. 
T nacr such circum stances artillery 
should be w ithdraw n, but I knew th a t we 
were helpless w ithout horses. An order 
had been g yen to abandon the ground, but 
I had not heard it. Three or four of the 
Cannoneers of 
our piece 
were still ai 
th eir posts, however, aud the charge I had 
was ram m ed home. 
I saw th e lanyard 
tig h ten in the hands of th e cannoneer just 
as I passed the trail cm my way back to the 
lim ie r idlest and thought the gun was 
fired, hut is this I wa* m istaken, as I after­ 
w ard learned. 
It wan a t this mom ent, w hile w ithin a 
yard of the trail, with my back to th e 
piece, th a t J thought I heard a bullet strike 
somebody very close lo me. 
It was th at pe­ 
culiar, dull. heavy sound which a bullet 
never m akes when striking anything else; 
but there was no one near m e: neither was 
I sure about the sound. It seemed to give 
m e an uncom fortable shock. 
All these im 
pressious 
are 
instantaneous. It Hashed 
through my m ind that one m ight as well be 
h it one’s self as to feel thai way when 
others 
w -re 
hit. Then 
the 
sensation 
changed, and I thought th at the end of the 
trail handspike had struck me on tho leg as 
th * piece re oiled. Then my senses m ust 
have left me p a rtiallv, for I felt rn,-elf as 
light as a feather and thought th a t the 
Mick, from the iiandspike was driving me 
m inconceivable distance through the air. 
\V hat could have given the gun such an uu- 
usuallv Peavy recoil? 
It was double-shotted, and it occurred to 
m e that I had often seen it recoil IO feet in 
th e deco m ud single-shotted. 
No wonder. 
th en th a t a fair stroke litre th a t should 
•end m e this distance. The iancy of a iglit- 
ing wa- m»' suggested. 
But suddenly I 
found m yself on my face on the ground, 
aud how I ttsacbeu it was a m ystery. Lu 


hot, and I uevcr had a more welcome drink. 
But the blanket proved more beneficial 
still on this m idw inter day. for it was 
some hours before I was picked up and 
taken to the hospital. T he Confederate sur­ 
geon was very kind to me, hut only m ade a 
nasty exam ination, saying I m ust w ait until 
his own m en had been attended to. # 
lie never hail the pleasure of m inistering 
to m e. The day after th e event I have de­ 
scribed the Federal troops drove th e Con­ 
federates back over this sam e ground so I 
eventually fell into the hands of our own 
men again, and after a few m onths of hos­ 
pital experience rejoined my battery with 
my two legs as good as ever.

It was claim ed a w hile ago lor an elevator 
in the W’ildcr building, Rochester, N. YY, 
th a t it had broken the record, and was the 
fastest in the country, having m ade the run 
from bottom to top, 120 feet, in OVa sec­ 
onds, or at the rate of l l 63 feet per m inute. 
The best previous record was said to have 
been th a t of an elevator in tho Tribune 
building, New York City, HO feet in eight 
seconds, or 825 feet per m inute. M ere speed 
alone, however, do-s not afford sufficient 
data for a fair com parison, aud gives little 
evidence of how fast an elevator can travel 
in actual use. The load is a m ost im portant 
item , and should always be stated, as in the 
following instances, which will be found of 
interest In this connection. 
All are iu New 
York city, unless otherw ise stated 
The elevators iu th e Potter building have 
travelled at the rate of 500 feet per m inute 
w ith a load of I OOO pounds in the car: those 
in Aldrich court will travel about 600 feet 
per m inute w ith the same load.and those iii 
the Standard xiii Com pany’s building have 
m ade trips at an average speed of 720 feet 
per m inute w ith 500 pounds in the car, aud 
including the tim e of starting aud stopping. 
The rise is I JR feet, and the time ll seconds. 
W hat these elevators can do w ith an em pty 
car. or w ith a light operator and no passen­ 
ger, have never been determ ined. 
The 
fastest 
elevator 
probably 
now 
in ex­ 
istence 
is 
th e 
“ W ater 
B alance” 
in th e W estern Union building. This m a­ 
chine can attain a snood of certainly |0 0 0 
h ot. and probably 1200 feet p o i m inute. 
Sim ilar ones in Chicago, nut now in use are 
reported to have reached 1500 feet. This 
style o ielev ator is now no longer made, not 
being as safe as th e more m odern typos. 
The elevators which cornbin® tho greatest 
power and speed in New York city are prob­ 
ably tin se in the Produce Exchange, and 
their counterparts in i he Cotton Exchange. 
These were contracted to lift 2500 pounds 
in a car at a rate of MOO feet per m inute, and 
did considerably better at the official trial.

They really bad a dinner-bell rung for 
them every day for centuries, these pigeons 
that I am going to tell won about; and they 
inhabited and still inhabit one of tho most 
interesting cities In tho world. 
“How extraordinary.” you will say, “for 
pigeons to have a dinner-bell! Did they 
understand it, and always come prom ptly 
to dinner?’’ Ah, yes; if for any reason 
their dinner-bell was not rung promptly, 
the person in charge of th a t office was 
quickly m ade to understand th a t he was de- 
linim ent in perform ing his duty, for there 
was such a dapping of wings and such shrill 
cries from their glossy green throats as left 
no doubt as to who was delaying the dinner 
hour. 
In fact, they used som etim es to ring the 
bell late purposely, so as to be able to de­ 
m onstrate the fact th a t the birds never mis­ 
took th eir dinner tim e. Y'ou may have al­ 
ready suspected th at these are the pigeons 
which live in the beautiful city of Venice, 
and ti rtn one of its charm ing features. 
Nobody seems to k n o w -a n d the history 
of the city does not enlighten us on the sub­ 
ject—how these fortunate birds gained such 
a strong and lasting hold upon the People’s 
affections. There are several legends as to 
how they achieved this high social stand­ 
ing and raised them selves to an equality 
w ith and shared the rights of citizens. 
Laws were m ade for them , called "pig­ 
eon laws." which m ade it an offence pun­ 
ishable w ith death for any one to kill a sin­ 
gle one of their num ber, and any one found 
m olesting them could be arrested and sent 
to prison. 
One of the legends is th at the old doge 
and crusader. Henry Dandolo, while besieg­ 
ing Candia received valuable inform ation 
from the interior of the island by m eans of 
carrier pigeons, and th a t in recognition of 
th eir valuable services he ordained that for­ 
ever afterw ards they should be m aintained 
at the public expense, and 
honored as 
heroes, Tids was in 1202; so you see they 
are birds of ancient and honorable lineage. 
Still another legend is th a t long ago, during 
the m iddle ages, there was a grand posses­ 
sion and a fete on Balm Sunday, and the 
doge and priests and all the officials ot 
church and state were at its head as it 
passed through the beautiful square. They 
wished to do som ething to gratify aud 
please the people, and s e a num ber of pig­ 
eons were caught ami sm all weights tied to 
their feet, and they were let loose to fly as 
best they could above the heads of the crowd. 
It was hoped 
th at the birds, Hying at 
a disadvantage, would fall easy victim s 
into the hands of poor and deserving per­ 
sons. Stones and sticks were throw n at 
them , and some of them were killed, but 
others escaped and hid them selves among 
the c’Jum na and domes and statues of the 
cathedral, and a few even sought protection 
and shelter under a statue of the \ irgin.Tbe 
sacredness of the place saved them from 
further harm . and they henceforth became 
the special proteges of the city. 
The people believed, in the days of the 
V enetian republic, that these lightly step­ 
ping, opal-tintod birds had some m ystic in­ 
fluence over the city, and flew around it 
three tim es each day in honor of the trinity, 
and th a t as long as they dw elt in their 
m idst the sea-washed homes of the people 
would not he swallowed up by the waves. 
In tim es of danger, when wars threatened 
the Stale, tney were believed to assemble 
in solemn conclave about the winged lion 
over the great doors of the cathedral and 
consult together, w hile in their m idst was 
the open book, which the winged 
lion 
everyw here holds in the decoration of St. 
M ark’s w ith the words "Peace be to thee, O 
Mark. my evangel.” If, in spite of these 
efforts of peace, w ar waged, they showed 
them selves patriotic, and it is said they 
took part in the revolution of 1840, flying 
between the A ustrians and the Italians. No 
doubt they have often filled the office of 
carriers. 
It is said th a t Venice cam e near being 
called Columbia, or the city of doves, and 
the doves them selves caum near 
being 
canonized in the calendar of the old repub­ 
lic; and it is tho boast of the Venetians 
th at Venice was true and loyal to her 
winged saviors, when half the city daily 
went hungry, and a dinner bell was rung 
for their pink-eved and radioed m ajesties 
just as lf they were the hum an inhabitants 
of some big sum m er hotel.

‘ Because people w ant them .” he retried, 
“It is rare th at you can sell one in a town or 
city nowadays, but nine farm ers ou t of lo 
w ant them .”

“'They do—after I have got through ta lk ­ 
ing. It is th e m an who is not posted who 
brings reproach on the lightning-rod busi­ 
ness, To be a successful agent you m ust be 
loaded.” 
“How.” ’ 
"W ell. I call upon a farm er who has just 
built a flue barn. He has been told th at 
rods are N. (I. He receives m e very coldly, 
and prom ptly announces his belief th a t I 
ani a hum bug. 
I laugh and pretend to feel 
very jolly, and presently bring out weapon 
num ber one.” 
“ W hat is th a t? ” 
"T he losses sustained on barns by fire 
insurance com panies doing business in the 
State. 
I show bim th a t in one j ear 2140 
barns were struck bv lightning and con­ 
sumed. Of this num ber only 4 had rods. 
They were, of course, tho rods m ade by a 
rival company. Our rods would have saved 
them . Then comes weapon num ber two. 
I show him a list of 7000 barns on which 
we nave rods, and not one of them has ever 
been dam aged.” 
“ And he is convinced?” 
“Oh, nu. I have a whole battery in re­ 
serve. I get the position of his barn by 
compass, and then find at least th ree rea­ 
sons why it is unusually exposed to light­ 
ning. I advise him to cut down certain 
trees in ease he won’t have a rod, aud offer 
to bet him *100 to $20 th a t his barn will he 
struck inside of a year. 
I explain how 
thunder storm s originate, w hat attracts 
lightning, which corner of his barn is th e 
most liable to bo struck, and why our rod 
beats all.”

little over or a little under, Put it m akes no 
difference to th e farm er. I have th e num ­ 
ber of barns burned in th e U nited States 
last year. I m ade my own figures, He can 
accept th em or not. I don’t press him to 
buy a rod. but I ain bound to give siatistics- 
lie invites me to stay to dinner, and after 
dinner I dem onstrate the virtues of our rod.” 
“How?” 
"By an electric battery. I have only to 
show him th e sparks and flashes on the 
point to m ake him believe.

No, sir. m y conscience is as clear as a 
bell, aud my sales this year will be one- 
tliird larger than last. I’ve got statistics to 
show th at every barn in the S tate equipped 
w ith our rods escaped hurricanes and cy­ 
clones as well as thunderbolts last year.”

The appliances for this gam e are manu- 
fa tured at borne, and consist of three toy 
hoops, such as children use for rolling, eight 
bamboo w alking canes, and eight ho ok 
macle of wire like figure I. A piece of 
tw ine three-quarters of a yard long is tied 
to the sm all end of each stick, and to the 
other end of the tw ine is fastened a hook. 
Smooth, stiff, light brown paper is pasted 
or tacked over each hoop like a drum -head, 
and iii tins paper covering of each hoop six 
round hole-; are cut just large enough to ad­ 
m it the sm all end of an egg. or about the 
si/e o t a silver quarter of a dollar. Four of 
the holes are m ade at equal distances anan. 
12 inches from the edge of the paper, and 
the other two are near the centre. 
Eighteen eggs to he angled tor are pro­ 
vided. They are not boiled, hut the shells 
are em ptied o! their contents bv punching a 
sm all hole w ith a needle in each end of the 
shell, and blowing steadily into one end 
until the egg has all run out of the other 
end. 
Th* hole at th e sm all end of the shell is 
then enlarged to the size of a silver dime. 
In this way the shells are prepared for deco­ 
ration. 
They may be painted w ith water-colors. 
w ith designs of spring flowers and butter­ 
flies. gilded, or silvered, or colored w ith 
dyes. 
A circle of g ilt paper is folded twice and 
an eight pointed sta t is cut. In the centro 
of this is cut a round hole. 
A piece of narrow w hite satin ribbon. 
three inches long, folded in the centre and 
pushed through the hole in Hie centre of 
the star forms it into a loop: the ends are 
then pasted securely to the point on either 
side of the star. 
When the eggshell has received its dec­ 
oration this star aud loop are glued to the 
large end of each shell. 
In 12 of th e eggshells are hidden trifling 
gifts of candy, a tiny penknife, silver th im ­ 
ble or a trin k et of any kind: in four are 
slips of paper on wtiich are w ritten prize 
ring, and in the other two are also slips of 
paper; un one is w ritten first prize, on the 
other second prize. 
Every shell being supplied with its gift 
the holes at the small end o fv h o eg g are 
covered by pasting over each a sm all round 
j of white paper, the edge of which is oui in 
1 points to m ake it lit more casiri to th esh ell.

com bination 
drifting 
into 
trusts, corners a n d 'agreem ents to regulate 
prices, is so blinding th a t the real m is­ 
chiefs resulting from unrestricted com peti­ 
tion are utterly lost sight of. We talk of 
losses as resulting from spccu'ation; wo 
arc thunderstruck with the expenses from 
business extravagance, in rentals, clerk 
hire, and from the cost of living, losses 
bv bad debts, interest charges etc.: but 
all those expenses and losses sink into in­ 
significance com pared 
with 
the 
losses 
resulting Dom injudicious and 
hopeless 
com petition. There are whole groups of 
industries, there are great ranges of inter­ 
ests, whose profits are paralyzed by an in­ 
sane attem pt to m ake m oney by cutting 
prices. The worst part of it, too. is that 
the public are in no wise benefited. 
It 
costs, for instance, more to keep up two 
establishm ents in a sm all town than it 
does one, and yet the business often to be 
done is barely sufficient for one. 
Who 
pays the expenses of the second concern? 
Somebody does, lor the Children have to 
betoil and educated, tho wife dressed, the 
pew rent paid, the horses provided for and 
all other expenses carried. According to 
Edw ard A tkinson of Boston, whose insight 
into economic m atters is a national advant­ 
age, it costs more to deliver the bread 
by the baker after it leaves th e oven 
th an it does to grow the corn, grind it into 
flour, transport it to tire point bf con­ 
sum ption. and bake it into loaves. Now, 
if two b ak ers carts are employed in the 
delivery of tho bread w here one would 
just as speedily perform the task, tire cost 
of delivery is just double th a t of all it has 
hitherto cost to produce and handle the 
grain and tire flour. W ho is benefited by 
th e additional baker’s cart? H ardly tire 
first baker. 
For probably all tire profit 
wh cli he had hoped to m ake disappears 
w ith tile a'.vent of the second I aker, who 
iii turn finds thai. like the Irishm an s goose, 
w hat was "a little too m uch tor one is not 
quito enough for ta o .” 
It will not do to argue th at com petition is 
not a blessed tiling; yet those who nave 
gono through the m ill eau hardly pull 
them selves together and aver th at it is. 
For instance, those who netted a loss of 
$50.0o0.000, sunk out of sight in the West 
Shore railway, m ust have had their ej es 
opened to the cost of com petition and have 
reached a conclusion th at com petition in 
tire construction of railw ays is at least a 
dangerous business. 
On the other band, 
in addition to the direct loss of the W est 
Shore investors the share boblet s in tire 
New York Contra! & Hudson River road 
h a re had hung about their necks for all 
tim e a burden in the shape of interest on 
another 850,000.000 for the privilege of 


m aking forever secure the monopoly against 
com petition w ithin their precinct of trans­ 
portation. Ave the public any better off 
for. first, having am ong them lost $50,000.- 
OOO by fo reclo su re, and then being relied 
upon to pay just enough greater transporta­ 
tion charges in order to liquid ,te tho Inter­ 
est on tile rem aining $50,000,000 as long as 
the grass grows and w aler runs 
Turning from efforts of com petition on a 
gigantic scale, exem plified in the railroad 
situation throughout the country today, in ­ 
volving m illions and m illions in tire a g g re ­ 
gate, a n d 'im perilling the incom e of thou­ 
sands of investors, let us return to more 
trivial m atters and ask. for instance, w hat 
m oney bas ever been m ade in handling 
sugar, the world over, till w ithin the last few 
m ouths? Row m any team loads of sugar 
have been hauled un hill nnd down dale 
w ithout a cent of profit? How m any thou­ 
sands of m illions of pounds have been 
weighed and papered nnd tw ined by h u n ­ 
dreds of thousands w ithout a r e n t a *oil- 
tarv cent—of profit? Who is the better off 
for all this sacrifice.’ Take the vast salt 
interest over this broad land. Salt. cren 
more than sugar, is as essential as air and 
water, and a fair profit should lie had for 
handling the vast output of this im por­ 
tan t article of com m erce. H is unreason- , 
able to expect th a t the price should be j 
continuously kept so low th a t there would j 
not lie a vestige of return for all tire labor. I 
all the capital, and all the risk Involved. I 
Yet not only is there no profit in tho salt 
business as a whole, but owing to the ah- 
sence of any gain th e oldest and m ast j 
w asteful m ethods oi m aking salt are ad­ 
hered to, No one will put any capital into I 
a business so cut up th a t by no possibility | 
can it yield a fair interest,; and econom ies! 
w hich by com bination of interests, intro- | 
(luction of now modes and the em ploym ent | 
of fresh capital, m ight be produced, are j 
denied to the public, who are In no sense 
benefited by a senseless com petition, while 
tire m anufacturers shuffle along disgusted 
and disheartened at the prospect. 
Does any one suppose that petroleum 
would bo as cheap as it is today if tho 
S tandard Oil Com pany bad not existed? 
T h at vast monopoly has been m ost persist- 
! ently abused, but it has done m ore th help 
tire world toward a cheap and safe arti 
tid al light, and thus done more good for 
m ankind, than all the contributions of its 
detractors combined. Tin- early and wide 
distribution 
of 
American 
petrol' urn 
throughout the civilized universe, tho per­ 
fect safety of an article which in less care­ 
ful hands m ight have been most dangerous, 
the infinite variety of uses to w hich its 
product has been devoted, and above all 
th eir cheapness, are testim onies to tho bene­ 
ficial success of the greatest of Pem bina 
tions, in one of the chiefest essentials of 
existence. B ut low prices nnd excellent 
quality of petroleum are not the only results 
of com bination, as adm irably show n in a 
series of striking com parisons by my friend.

No one should belittle the dangers of 
monopoly. But It is ust as unwise to for 
get the evils of lam pant nnd unsafe com­ 
petition. 
W hat is tho remedy aa betw een 
tire two evils? 
Perhaps some m ode of 
safely providing for about one-third of the 
com m unity would m eet tire bill. It would 
certainly pay two-thirds of the tradess of 
the land to hoard and lodge the rem aining 
one-third if they would sim ply get out of 
business and cease to annoy and im pover­ 
ish by expensive com petition, if one-third 
of the railways, one third of th e m anu­ 
facturers. and one-third of the stores and 
offices were to cease to Jo business tom or­ 
row. the other tw o-thirds could better af­ 
ford to keep the parties concerned at th e 
best hotels iii tire land, and let them go 
to tho theatre every night, than to stand 
the terrible expense which undue and inm 
d(cions com petition now creates. 
In the 
end the public pay for all theso extraordi­ 
nary expenses incident to com petition 
One way or another tire obligations m ust 
be met. Failure, loss and disaster m ay 
come and do come to individuals in tho 
m eantim e; but in the great balancing up 
of a series of years lire accounts are all 
squared in the clearing house of th e purse 
of tho pnblic. It m ust bo so, or business 
would corno to a stan d still: but m eantim e 
is it not a problem th at calls for reform , 
this unlicensed, expensive and disastrous 
saturnalia of com petition? 
It would not be surprising if lire w riter of 
these lin e s should be m etaphorically hung, 
drawn and quartered for 
presum ing to 
crowd so m uch heresy into a space so short: 
but Ire w ill have the gratification of kn ow ­ 
ing th at not a low th in k in g m en agree w ith 
him in thus givin g expression to w hat iii 
lire m inds of a vast num ber of people m ust 
be a laten t th o u g h t

I liavo lust 
returned from a visit to the palaces of the 
K ing of Siam. 
lh » \e gone by the golden 
elephants at tire portals, have walked past 
tho black soldiers ut the gate, and have 
stood upon the throuo of his royal m ajesty 
him self. I have penetrated the reception 
rooms and the x anon* audience chanff>ers, 
h ave taken a look a ttire bashes and trees 
of gold and silver, which are sent to him 
from his provinces, have alm ost handled 
th e royal jewels, and have, with my practi­ 
cal American eyes, looked at his cartloads of 
brie a-brac gathered from the four corners 
of tho earth. I have visited the stables of 
his sacred w hite elephants, have given tire 
ugly beasts a taste of heathen grass, have 
trod with my patent leathers tire doors of 
his holiest tem ples, and have w ith unw ink 
ing eves looked a t tho grandeur of tire little 
em erald idol. My letters from W ashington 
gave mo accoss to the foreign m inister, and 
one of tho English-speaking nobles con­ 
nected with the State departm ent, a bright 
copper-colorod, 
hlack-m oustaclied 
young 
fellow iu a dress half Siam ese and half 
European acted as my guide. Ho showed 
me the outside of the great buildings of tire 
harem , hut I have failed to m eet any one of 
his m ajesty's one hundred wives, and his 
royal highness him self had left the capital 
for a six-weeks’ trip into tho interior of his 
real 
three days before my arrival. I have 
been -o fortunate, however, as to m eet 
m any men connected w ith his court, who 
are well posted upon him and his kingdom. 
T he talks with those and w ith old residents 
of t Le country' have given me alm ost as 
good a knowledge of his personality as 
though I Ii ad m et him myself, and as I 
w rite this letter his last photograph, taken 
by the court photographer, lies on the table 
before mo. 
It represents a bright-eyed, slender young 
m an of thirty-six dressed iii the gorgeous 
uniform of Siam ese royalty. 
Sm all In 
stature. Ills head is«crowned w ith a guidon 
pyramid of jewels, rising in circular tiers, 
dim inishing as they go upw ard until they 
end iii a long, penciblike point, which ex 
tends nearly tw o feet above the forehead 
of its kingly owner. 
His hodv is clad In 
gorgeous coat and vest heavily em broidered 
rn gobi and jewels, and In place of panta­ 
loons he has the rich brocaded surong of 
tho (Siamese about his loins and waist. 
It 
comes down below his knees a ttire front, 
nnd it looks hero not unlike a pair of fancy 
knickerbockers. 
Below these a cair of 
shapely calves in w hite silk stockings are 
thrust into jew eled-covered, heelless slip­ 
pers, pointed like the shoe of the Turk, and 
tho whole m akes a costum e brilliant and 
grand, lb s m ajesty sits on a foreign arm 
chair, and his sword lies on a table at Ids 
side, fie is a pleasant looking fellow, and 
his olive brown face is plum p and un­ 
wrinkled. He has beautiful liquid black 
eyes, t broad, high and rather full forehead 
and short, straight, black hair. 
Under his 
leather Hiiort anil H alf-F lat Nose 
there is a silky black m oustache, and below 
this the lips are rath er thick, and the chin 
plum p and well rounded. His hands and 
feet are well m ade, and he is. all told, aa 
good a specimen of Siameso beauty as I have 
seen. Ile is tire ninth son of Maim Mong- 
kut. Hie last king of Siam, and ho was 
picked out of a fam ily of 8 + children to bo 
placed upon the Siam ese throne. He has 
RA half brothers and Aff half sisters, and he 
liked one of his half sisters so well th at ho 
m arried lier and m ade her his queen. 
Looking at Hi ut it Is hard to im agine th a t 
ho is the sacred ruler of from six to ton 
millions of people, and it is hard fo rau 
American prince to appreciate his absolute 
power and his holy dignity. The people of 
th e country are his slaves. He has tho right 
to call them into his service, either w ith or 
w ithout pay, and all men in Slam are forced 
to give him either tho wholo or a part of 
their 
services 
during 
the 
year. 
His 
word can throw a m an 
into chains or 
nut him to death: can dopnve him of his 
property or rob him of his daughter. All 
tho women qf Siam are supposed to belong 
to tire king, and no one is forbidden to him 
except his motlier. He is supposed to take 
one of his sisters as his queen, aud tire 
nobles of tire country oner him 
their 
daughters by tire scores. His court is one 
of intrigue and plotting, and the nobles aru 
glad to have their daughters in the harem , 
iii th a t they m ay thus tire better attain the 
king’s friendship and powerful offices. He 
taxes the pet pie as lie pleases, ann these 
taxes are so hoary th at at tim es some men 
have to soil their wives and children as 
slaves to enable them to pay him. Still his 
vaults are full of treasure.

Still this King of Siam is the most 
?ressive tho country has ever had. I 
ar in advance of his people, and ho is

doing a great deal to civilize them . Before 
his second coronation, in 1875, all natives 
who approached the King had to do so on 
all fours. 
They had to raise their hands in 
adoration to him and bump their heads on 
the m ats before him. This King did away 
w ith all this, and he has introduced the 
American hand shake into his reception 
of foreigners. Ho gives receptions to for­ 
eigners. and he speaks tho English tongue, 
though ho never docs this when noted for­ 
eign visitors have an audience w ith him. 
He considers it beneath Ins dignity at such 
tim es to speak in any other language than 
the Siamese, and he has an interpreter 
who translates 
tile English words into 
Siamese, and the Siamese words into E ng­ 
lish. He lias 
llro u g lit t h e T elegraph and the T e le ­ 
phone 
into Bangkok, has established a street-car 
line, and lights his harem w ith the electric 
light. Ju st at present ho is considering the 
subject of ra ilw ay , and he has given 
$100,000 to have a survey m ade of a railw ay 
which shall run from Bangkok out Into his 
kingdom , and shall connect with M andalay 
and JBurmah. H ie engineers started out to 
survey th is railroad a few days ago and it 
m ay he th a t a decade hence we will be able 
to travel all over tins country by rail. He 
has established a custom house, and a very 
polite, dark-skinned official m et me on my 
arrival iii Bangkok anil asked me lf my 
trunks contained any contraband goods. I 
replied they did not. and he then wanted to 
know if I was bringing any diam onds into 
tlie country, or if I had any packages of 
dynam ite about my clothes. I again replied 
no. mid he chalk m arked my baggage w ith­ 
out looking into it. 
His m a resty’s nam e is perhaps the longest 
of any m onarch in the world. It contains 
57 letters, and lie is called Chulalangkorn for 
short. He has lo different names in addi­ 
tion to this, and tire full nam es of the royal 
fam ily would. I doubt not, fill a colum n of 
this newspaper. The Wueen is not far from 
2o years of a g e ; she rules the harem , and 
she is orrery pretty Sian.use girl. Her com ­ 
plexion is a light brown, and lier oily black 
hair. about tw o inches long, stands straight 
up, and is combed backward from a fair.

She 
has 
beautiful 
eyes, 
wears 
diam ond 
earrings

Tire Siameso say th a t any 
dog can have w hite teeth, hut th at it is only 
those who ore rich onougli to afford tho 
betel n u t who can have black ones. Black 
teeth are a sign of beauty here, and all tho 
ladies of th e harem chew and smoke.

English establishm ent, but its business 
is to sell the pals- e and the harem the vari­ 
ous articles they need. It has hundreds of 
halls and playthings, which are brought 
from Europe for the royal babies, and the 
clerk teils me th at there is not a fancy 
French plaything or am usem ent of any sort 
th at is not sold to tire palace. 
I was shown 
about a hundred do: en little china spit­ 
toons about the size of a shaving mug. 
These were beautifully decorated, and some 
of tho pictures were by native Siamese 
artists sent to Europe to be painted upon 
them . I bought one decorated w ith a pict­ 
ure by a Siam ese price, avid I was told th at 
these spittoons are used by the ladies of tho 
harem to spit in while chewing this dis­ 
gusting preparation of tire spongy betel nut 
mixed w ith rose-tinted lim e and tinecut 
tobacco. I talked w ith the dressm aker as 
to the fashions affected by the King's wife 
and his scores of concubines, and was told 
th at the ladies of the harem prefer Siameso 
dress, and th at their favorite costurao is the 
surong or w aist cloth, to which they add a 
ioose jacket trim m ed w ith Swiss embroidery 
and covered w ith bows of ribbon set on in 
rows. Com m only they wear neither shoes 
nor stockings, and tne chief leg decoration 
is an anklet of gold. 
They have some 
foreign costumes, which they put on when 
tire court photographer takes their por­ 
traits, hu t th eir common attire is more th at
